Claffica of Mr. Lempriere : as it confifts of an im- 
broken hiftorical narrative, and is illuftrated by 
maps^ while the mean of occasional reference is 
conveniently fecured by copiou$ indices, referring 
to^ the pages which contain the matter in r^queft. 
This plan of the judicious compiler has precluded 
much ufelefs repetition, unavoidable on that of 
Lempriere, and has of confequence rendered un- 
neceffary that extreme attention to the compreffion 
of much matter in a little fpace, which has led Mr.

JeflFerfon and Pinkney, and chofen by a 
fmall majority. Mr. Adams made a confiderable 
^gure at the commencement of the American war/ 
and from the celebrity of his talents has been de- 
puted amba0ador to feveral of the European powers, 
iince the eftabliihment of American independency. 
I^is firft produftions were a fmall collcftion of State 
Papers, aiid a fmall Hiftory of the Difputes with 
America, fc 1787, he publiflied a volume on the 
fiibjeft of republican government, entitled, " A 
Defence of the American Conftitution,'* and in- 
tended to prove that a pure democracy, unqualified 
by the admixture of any other powers, could not 
fubfift for any length of time. Though in this pub- 
lication he undertook the defence o( that fide of a* 
queftion in which all the world agreed with him^ 
few people had the refolution to read his book.

and a third in the following year. In a new edition, 
publiflied in 1 794, the title was altered to ^' Hiftory 
6f the principal Republics in the World,'* Sec.

Thefe performances have not perhaps obtained for 
Mr. Beloe's poetical talents the credit of firft rate 
excellence : and his reputation feems to have been 
mdre completely ^^ftbbliflied by^a Tranflation of He* 
K)dotUs, -m ^Qur'volum^ ofitavo. He Has not, 
"-• ' ^ ^ however. 
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ko^s^ever, been without a competitor for fame in thi^ 
ground: and. foon after the above publication, a 
firft volume of a Tranflation of Herodotus, by Mn 
Lempriere, in oSavo, made its appearance^ and the 
completion of the work was hinted, to depend on 
the fuccefs which this firft fpecimen experienced^ 
No continuation of this tranflation has hitherto ap-*; 
peared, and Mr, Beloe has beep, generally acknow- 
ledged to have little caufe for apprehenfion from a 
comparifon of the fpecimen publiflied with the 
correfpondent part of his own work. The literary 
world ar^'farther indebted^to Mr. Beloe for a tranfla- 
tion of Aulus Gelius, in three volumes, oftavo: 
andj in in 1795, he publiflied three duodecimo vo- 
lumes, of mifcellanies. ♦ 



BELSHAM, WILLIAM, ESQ. 

A writer of confiderable reputation. He firft 
publiflied two anonymous o£tavo volumes of Eflays 
Philofophical, Htftorical, and Literary : which dif- 
play neither profundity of information, brilliancy of 
conception, or elegance of expreflion. He has 
fince publiflied Memoirs of the Kings of Great; 
Britain of th^ Houfe of Brunfwick Lunenburgh : , 
and Memoirs of the Reign of his prefent Majcfty 
to the Scflion of Parliament endhig A. D. 1793 :

He contributed feveral 
exquifite papers to the Looker-on, a periodical pub- 
lication : with the ingenious author of which he is 
in habits of ftri6l intimacy : among thefe contribu- 
tions, the humorous imitation of Bofweirs Life of 
Johnfon is Angularly excellent. In the year 1794, 
Mr. Beresford publiflied by fubfcription, in one 
volume, quarto, *^ A Tranflation of Virgil's ^Eneid," 
in blank verfe. Although this volume had the 

advan- 
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Advantage of being introduced to the world under 
the patronage and applaufe of its celebrated cenfor, 
the Rev. Simon Olivebranch, the elegance of whofe 
tafte, and the excellence of whofe critical fagacity^ 
confer the greateft confequence upon his nod ; it has 
not gone fo far as might juftly have been expetted 
toward eftablifliing the reputation of its author. 
A hafty, beggarly, criticifm was paffed upon it in the 
Monthly Review : a cireumftance which we are 
forry to remark concerning a Work of fo much ge- 
neral candour; The following charafteriftic fen- 
tences upon this tranflation from the pen of Mr. Ro- 
berts5 are by no means the; effufions of the partiality 
of his friendfhip. " He has adhered to the fehfe of 
his author with a remarkable fcnipulofity, to whlch^ 
* however, he has made no facrifice of eafe or per- 
fpicuity. If you read it with an an eye to the origi- 
nal, you are delighted with his precifion : if yoii

In 1777, he publiftied 
a pamphlet, entitied, " Thoughts on the Riglit 
Hon. Edmund, Burke's Letter to the Sheriffs of 
Briftol on the Affairs of America," which was re- 
ceived with confiderable applaufe, and anfwered in 
a flyle of the mofl exquiifite irony by an anonymous 
writer.

He was one of the firft writer^ and one df 
thofe moft fucceff^, in expoiing Paihe's Rights oif 
Man : his pamphlet, entitled, A Proteft againft 
that publication, was received with unconmioti 
applaufe. The fociety, who at that time, met at 
the Crown and Anchor Tavern for the proteftion of 
liberty and property againft republicans and levellers, 
ordered it to be printed, and fold at a very low 
price for the purpofe of extending its circulation 
among the lower clafles. At the cbmmencement 
of the war with France, Mr. Bowles publiflied a 
fpirited and ingenidus pamphlet, entitled, ** The 
real Grounds of the prefent War wkh France con- 
fidered," which was very favourably received. He 
has fince written ^* Cohfiderations on the refpe£Uve 
Rights of Judge and Jury :*' two Letters to Mr.

his miffion. Nathaniel Braffey Halhed, Efq. mem- 
ber for Lymington in the laft parliament, Mr. 
Sharp an eminent engraver, and feveral other per: 
fons diftinguiflied themfelves as his moft zealous 
difciples. Several pamphlets were publifhed upon 
the fu'bjeft by Mr. Halhed, Mr. Bryan, and Mr- 
Weatherall, an apothecrry at Highgate : and fuch 
was the fingular infatuation of a few deluded people, 
that they fold their furniture and efFefts, and relin- 

quifled 
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quifliied houfekeeping, that themfelves and- family 
might be ready to accompany Mr. Brothers to the 
Holy I^and. This mad enthufiaft was at length 
properly noticed by government, and is now under 
confinement as a lunatic. Would it be unfair to 
conclude, that thofe perfons who acknowledged the 
ridiculous pretenfions of this fanatic, and embraced 
his doftrines, likewife difplayed ftrong fyraptoms 
of infanity?

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He founds his prefent reputation upon a duod^ 
cimo volume of Poejns,, which was firft prin* 
ted al his native place, and has fince been aug- 
mented wd republiflied in the metropolis. It has 
fcxp^rienced a very flattering reception, and is enU- 
"pently 4iftingui{hed by thofe loftier difplays of poe- 
tTc geniU5» which confift in boldnefs and novelty of 
conception^ ftrength of figure, and fublimity of 
fentiment.

When he 
Wrote the preface to his volume of poeras^ he might 
have had'Dryden id his eye^ and been enamoured of 
thie charafter of ^ Genhis ; yet fhould he have refleftr 
ed that it w^ w>t the foibles, eccentricities and cai-e- 
icfs ehuiit|ons of th^t character, whiclj deferved his 
imitatiQn^ but, that to preferve its fpirit without 

partak« 
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partaking its (klinquencies, would have redounded 
pioft truly to his hoitour. Mr, Coleridge alfo pub* 
lifhed, in 1795, a pamphfct^'intitfed, ^^^Concionn

4her pamphlet, entitled, ^^ A Proteft againft cer- 
tain Bills, or the Plot Difcovered."

he publiilied a weekly Mifcellany, entitled, ** The 
Watchman,'' an undertaking in which he aj^art 
pot to have eftimated his talents with peculiar feU* 
city : and the Watchmap beat his laft round after 
ten wepks fervice.

Hi» 
poems, now collefted in two fmall o£tavo volumes, 
have been received with extraordinary applaufe^ 
and honoured with the moft flattering teflimonies 
of approbation, from the firft poets and critics of 
the age. They boaft the glorious tendency to en«- 
large the foul to every liberal fentiment, and to im- 
prove the heart. In 1792, Mr. Cowper publifhed 
a tranflation of ** The Power of Grace Illuftrated, 
in fix letters, from a minifter of the reformed 
church, to the Rev, John Newton, Reftor of St. 
Mary, Woolnoth, London:" which ranks among 
thofe produ^ions of enthufiafm, which are more 

adapted 
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adapted to confound and miflead weak minds, than 
to render any important fervica to the caufe of tq^ 
jyigian. 

f, : Mf; Cowper is sJfa well known as the Tranfla-^ 
Jbor of Homer's Illiad and Odyfiey into blank verfc. 
][lis TranQation . appeared in the year 1791^ in two 
large quarto volumes, and, though it has not expo* 
rienced a very indifferent demand, its fuccefs on 
the whole has certainly been difproportionate to 
the extent, and difficulty of the undertakmg. Mr. 
Pope, like the Author he has tranflated, wrote 
binder a. convidion, that to produce entertainment 
ygna the firft obje£t of Poetry, and that in this end 
lie muft neceffarily fail, nnlefs he confulted the go- 
JtiuSy both of the language and the times : that he 
bas carried this principle of accommodation a little 
fccthcr than was expedient, moft of his readers are 
4it^{ed to allow. Mr. Cowper, on the contrary, 
^xhiittts an attempt, to render in our language the 
/eai i^irit of the original, and to prefent a faithful 
tranfcript of its fimplicity. His tranilation has 
certainly fiicceeded in departing, piuch lefs than 
Ibrmer endeavours from the fpirit of its model : to 
this ainbition however it has lacrificed what is of 
&e firft importance ta a writer, the power of at- 
tarafting readers i and its general charaQer is fo 
fcoarfe and rtigged^ as not to be redeemed by thofe 
features of true poetry, by which it is here and 
^re adorned.

He publiflied in 1 780, an oc« 
tavo volume, with the following curious title* 
" Love and Madnefs : a Story too true. In a Se- 
ries of Letters, between parties whofe names would 
perhaps be mentioned, were they lefs known, or 
lefs lamented." Thefe Letters are given as a cor- 
refpondence fuppofed to have pafTed between Mift 
Ray, miftrefs to the Earl of Sandwich, and the un-* 
fortunate Mr. HacTcpian, who was deeply fmitten 
with her charms, and by whom fhe was aflfaifmated. 
They are very well written, and contain a very pa- 
thetic 
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thetic and interefting accoimt of the (lory of Chat« 
terton : indeed we are of opinion that this author 
il. the Only one, who has done real juftice to Chat' 
terton's memory. Mr. Hackman figures as the hif- 
torian of Chatterton, and the whole, though ^' bor- 
rowed perfonage" (as the late Lord Orford, then Mr. 
Walpole, expreffes it) is a moft ingenious fi£lion« 
In 1792, Mr. Croft iflued propofals for puUiihing 
by fubfcription " A new edition of Johnfon's Dic- 
tionary, corrected without the fmalleft omiflions 
confiderably improved: and enlarged with more 
than twenty thoufand words, illuftrated by exam- 
ples from the books quoted by Dr. Johnfon, and 
from others of the beft authority in our own and 
former times." The fubfcription was to be twelve 
guineas : half to be paid at the time of fubfcri- 
bing,* and half on the delivery of the third volume. 
This fplendid defign has been dropped, for want 
of a fufficient number of fubfcribers to fecure the 
author's indemnification in the expences of printing.

That 
Mr. Cumberland's numerous writings difcover him 
to be a man of firit rate genius, we believe ho 
reader that has perufed them with attention will 
maintain : that they difcover him to be a man of tafte 
,and of extenfive as well as profound information no 
fuch reader can controvert. Mr. Cumberland's fidl 
publication was the ^' Banifliment of Cicero," a tr»- 
gcdy^ printed in the year 1 76 1 ,and never reprefentetl 
J on 
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on the ftage« This piece might perhaps have been 
filled a dramatic poem with greater propriety thaa 
a tragedy. The Summer's Tale and the Brothers^ 
comedies, are the next produ£Uon$ attributed M 
him : the latter is certainly his : neither of them 
however experienced a very favourable reception on 
the ((age or in the cbfet In 177 1 he produced the 
Weft Indian, a comedy, which is certainly one of 
the moft fterling pieces of the EngUib ftage, and 
which acquired its author a great and lafting repu-» 
tation* The plot is complicated wUhout confufion : 
the characters are ftrongly marked yet natural : the 
dialogue fprightly without laboured wit : and the 
fentiment at once elevated and tender. Mr. Cum* 
berland now became efteemed one of the beft dra* 
matic writers. of the day, and produced in the fuc-* 
ceeding winter *^ The Fafhionable Lover'* a co* 
medy, a performance which did not retraft fromt 
if it did not greatly add to, his former repu^ 
tation.

the year 1782, Anecdotes of Eminent Painters in

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forniflied the ftage with a tragedy, entitled. The 
Myfterious Hufbaod : and likewife publUhed a kt« 
ter to the BUhop of Landaff on the fubjeft of his 
Lordihip*6 letter to the late Archbiflic^ of Canter- 
buiy, refpefting ecclefiaftical grievances. That 
this letter contained fome wit^ vivacity and lhr«wd* 
•efs was generally allowed, but it had little argiH 
aient, apd ftill lefs decorum and candour : it was 
very ably anfwered by an anonymous writer^ In 
17859 Mr. Cumberland brought out The Cannefite, 
his beft tragedy ; and the Natural Soiv a comedy*; 
in this year he alfo publifhed a charafker of his de^ 
parted friend Lord Vifcount Sackville, in a (mall 
pamphlet, and the firft edition <^ his celebrated 
work the Obferver. This edition contained only 
forty eflays, and the fecond, which was publiflied 
the following year, in three volumes, crown oftavo, 
coniifted of ninety three ^ two volumes have fince 
been added, and the work is very generally knovm 
and approved.

friend's houfe, he was fo much prepoffeffed by the 
praifes which were conferred on this anonymous 
production, that he borrowed it for the ptirpofe of re- 
commending it to his daughter's perufal. '' Cecilia,.'' 
her fecond performance, appeared in I78;t : and

That this lady is the firft Novel Writer of 
the day, as well as one of the nioft diftinguiihed 
which this or any other country has produced, 
is very generally allowed. So great was the re- 
putation which her two firft productions raifed her, 
diat for the laft (he obtained a fubfcription of three 
thoufand guineas. We think the ab/olute merit <X 
each of her three pieces very great : but that their 
rriativi merits, fpeaking of Xh^'general charaHer of 
each piece, are in the order of their publication ;* 
a circumftance not altogether fo happy as might 
be wiihed and which we truft the volumes (he is

Indefatigable 
in the difcharge of the important duties of his 
exalted ftation, he has conciliated the love and re- 
fpe£t of his clergy : and whether we confider his 
brilliant talents or his exemplary virtues ; whether 
we view him in his public or private charafiter ; 
whether we contemplate the Dignified Clergyman^ 
the Scholar, the Gentleman or the Chriftian, he is 
alike the deferving objeft of our efteem and admi- 
ration* 

DOUGLAS, REV. JAMES, F.A.S. 

Of Saint Peter's College Cambridge, and Chap- 
lain in ordinary to his Royal Highnefs the Prince of 
Wales. He publifhed in 1792, a volume of Dif- 
courfes on the Influence of the Chriftian Religion in 
civil Society, which are fuperficial and careleslly 
compofed. In the year following, he publifhed 
'* Nenia Britannica or a Sepulchral Hiftory of Great 
Britain, from the earlieft period to iis general Con- 
yeiiion to Chriftianity," in one folio volume ; an 
ingenious, entertaining and inflructive work,

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DOWNMAN, HUGH, ESQ. M.D. 

A Phyfician of Exeter and a Poet. His works 
arc *' The Land of the Mufes," a poem ; " Infancy, 
a poem in two books : Lucius Junuis Brutus, an 
hiftorical play : a tranflation of Lodbrog's Death 
Song : and Editha, a tragedy. He afterwards pub- 
liihed his poems in a duodecimo vohime : and in 
1792, an oftavo volume of tragedies, three innum* 
ber, viz.

In the fpring of the year 
1797, he pubHihed a pamphlet, entitled " A View 
of the Caufes and Confeqijences of the prefent War 
with France/' which obtained fo extenfive a circu- 
lation, as to fee twenty-three editions before it was 
a month old, and many more after that time. It 
may indeed, in every fenfe of the expreffion, be 
called **• a very happy produdion."* Some of Mr. 
Erfkine's Speeches have occafionally reached the 
prefs, but without claiming him as their editor. 

We feel moft powerfully excited in this places 
tQ pqy a particular tribute of regard to the Speech, 
which Mr. Erfkine delivered in the Court of King's 
Bench, on the 28th of June, 1797, at the Trial of 
Williams, for publiftiing Thomas Paine's '* Age of 
Reafon." It is a moft manly and energetic piece 
of Oratory, which confers fingular honour on the 
, abilities of the fpeaker, whofe fo powerful exer- 
tions were particular falutary on the awful occafion 
on which they were produced -, in a day of turbu- 
lence, of terror, of uncertainty. The mafterly and 
beautiful climax, in which the names of Newton, 
Boyle, Locke, Sir Matthew Hale (moft gracefully 
and moft impreffively) and that of Milton, are in- 
troduced, cannot be too highly commended for its 
ftrength, its compafs, and its brilliancy.

Surgeon to the Surry Difpenfary, and author 
of a valuable Treatife on Cancers, which has feen 
feveral editions. 



FELL, JOHN. 

Late tutor at the diflenting academy. Homer- 
ton. He engaged in a controverfy with the late 
Rev. Hugh Farmer of Walthamftow, on the fub- 
ject of the Demoniacs, and, in 1785, publifhed a 
letter addreffed to him, entitled, " The Idolatry of 
Greece and Rome, diftinguifhed from that of other 
Heathen Nations." Some other pieces of little note, 
and equally confpicuous for pedantry and conceit,

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twenty years. He is a difUnguifhed character in 
the republic of letters. His firft publication was 
4U1 Effay on the Hiftory of Civil Society, which firft 
appeared in 1765, in one volume, quarto, and as a 
performance of very confiderable excellence. In 
1770, he publiflied a duodecimo volume, entitled,

He has ever fince that time been diftinguifh- 
cd as the moft oftenfible Champion of the party in 
oppofition. The title of ** The Man of the Peo- 
ple," was firft given him in compliment to his 
ftrenuous oppofition to the American War: it was

They difcovcf 
their author to poffefs a true vein of Satire, and, in 
the former inftance, to be an Excellent Imitator of 
Perfius. Thefe poems were firft publiftied fepa- 
tately, but in the fummer of 1797, were printed 
together in a neat pocket volume. The higheft 
panegyric, is affuredly well beftowed on thofe Pa- 
triots in Literature, who are found ready to defend 
its caufe in the hour of danger and perverfion, by 
difcountenancing the meretricious exuberances of

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and moft baleful depravity. * That the influence of 
^e Cruscan Schoql upon our tafte in poetry, 
was of this pernicious tendency, we have but too 
Jnuch reafon to apprehe^id ; and let every friend to 
the Mufes and their benign influence, rejoice that 
fo powerful an antagonift was found in the fubjeft 
of the prefent article. Yet can we not help enter- 
log a claufe in favour of Mr. Merry at leaft ; and 
obferving that we think Mr. GifFord has been un- 
mercifully fevere in mixing hira indi/crimincUelj 
tvith the goodly group. That he, as well as his 
iyren coadjutors, is frequently reprehenfible for his 
glitter and negligence, we will not deny, but that 
Jiis poetical talents are defpicable we can never al- 
low. It gave us the greateft pleafure to hear that 
from the claflical pen of this gentleman, the lite- 
rary world is likely to be favoured with a Tranfla* 
lion of Juvenal. 



GIFFORD, JOHN, ESQ. 

The author of an Hiftory of France, from the 
earlieft to the prefent times, in four volunies quar- 
to, the firfl: part of which was publifhed in 1791. 
That this is the moft copious Hiftory of France 
which our language can boaft we readily allow; 
but that it is a very complete hiftory we cannot 
giant. In 1795, Mr.Gifford publiflied a letter to 
l*ord Lauderdale, containing ftrictures on his lord- 

fllip'$ 
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fhip's letters to the Peers of Scotland. He has 
alfo written ^ The Reign of Louis XVI. and Com-k 
plete Hiftory of the French Revolution/' in one 
volume quarto, which was publilhed in number^ 
and completed in the year 1794: and a Reply to 
Mr. Erfkine's Pamphlet, on the Caufes and Con- 
lequences of the War with France, a moft con- 
temptible performance, unworthy of the HiJiorioM 
0f France. Mr. GifFord is moreover editor of a 
volume of Letters, written from Paris, by a lady^ 
and tranflator of two French publications, viz. 
'* The Banditti Unmafked," and " A Defence of 
the French Emigrants^ from the French of Trp* 
phime Gerald de Lally-Tolendal. He alfo pub* 
iifhed, in the autumn of 1797, *^ A fecDnd Letter 
to Mr. Erlkine," on the fame fubject with the for* 
men Mr. GifFord, upon the whole appears to be, 
juftly entitled to the charafter of an induftrious, 
though not of a firft-rate writer. 



GILBERT, THOMAS, ESQ. 

The literary exertions of this benevolent gen- 
tleman, have been principally direfted to the Re- 
lief of the Poor. He has written a pamphlet, en- 
titled " A Plan for the Relief of the Poor," with 
a Supplement : " Obfervations on the Poor Laws :'* 
" Confiderations on the Poor Bills :" Heads of a 
Bill for the Poor : and " The Principal Caufe of

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the Miferies of the Poor." He wa« formerly u 
Member of Parliament. 



GILLIES, JOHN, L. L. D. F. R. A. S. 

Hiftoriographer to his Majefty, for Scotland* 
This gentleman's firft publication was a tranflation 
of the Orations of Lyfias and Ifocrates> which ap* 
peared in one volume quarto, in the year 1 77 7^ 
and is a work of confiderable ingenuity and merit; 
In 1786, he publiflied his Hiftory of Ancient 
Greece, in two volumes quarto, which has been 
reprinted in four volumes oGtsYO^ While in thi$. 
performance, we admire the interefting vivacity 
of- Dr. Gillies' narration, we cannot but lament 
his coxcombry. He is perpetually aiming at the 
mamier of the Great Hiftorian of the Decline and 
Fall of the Roman Empire, without tlie.fmalleft 
pretenGon to that happy union, of the moft labo- 
rious diligence and integrity of judgement, with 
the livelieft manner, the fo lingular tadent of that 
confummate writer. In the field of Grecian Hif- 
tory, he has met with a competitor of gigantic 
growth and mighty prowefa : and though his own 
performance has confiderable claim to merit as a 
fizeable epitome, yet in the point of giving his. 
reader complete information, the refult only of 
the moft extenfive refearch, and the greateft com- 
prehenfun of mind,, he muft ftrike his colours to

Mr. Mitford. In 1789, Dr. Gillies publifhed a View 
of the Reign of Frederick II. of Pruffiaj with a 
Parallel between that prince and Philip of Mace- 
don, in one volume oftavo. Thofe parts of VHif- 
toire de mon "tempy written by the late King of 
Pruffia, which relate immediately to himfelf and 
his affairs, fumifhed the materials of the View. In 
the other part of this volume. Dr. Gillies has been 
eminently fuccefsful in the execution of his idea, 
and has hit upon a parallel iingularly juft and hap« 
py, between two moft illuftrious 6hara£ters in his- 
tory. An attentive reader to the hiftories of thqfe 
princes may pufh the parallel to a furprifing length : 
and the formation of fimilarcomparifons of the 
charafteriftical refemblances of eminent men, who 
.have figured in modern and ancient hiftory appears 
an ample field for exercifing the talents and inge- 
nuity of the fcholar. Dr. Gillies has at prefent in 
the prefs a Tranflation of Ariftotle's Ethics and Poll- 
tics, comprifing his Praftical Philofophy, in two 
volumes quarto.

GILPIN, REV. WILLIAM. 

Prebendary of Salifbury and Vicar of Boldre 
hi the new Foreft, Hamplhire. This gentleman 
firft attrafted notice by his merit as a Biographer, 
and publiihed, Separately, four oftavo volumes of 
Lives of Reformers : from one of thcfe, the fa- 
mous Bernard Gilpin, commonly called Tlie Nor* 
them Apoftle, he is lineally defcended Of his^ 
Theological works^ a fmall volume of Le6lures on the 
Catechifm has been very favourably received : and 
two vifitation Sermons, pres^ched by him in 1789, 
before Dr. Sturges the Chancellor of Winchefter^ 
knd the Clergy of that diocefe, are imcommonly 
excellent and judicious, and do equal honour to the 
head and the heart of the preacher. His other works 
iinder this clafs are. An Expofition of the New 
Teftamcpt, in one volume, quarto : and, an octa- 
vo volume on Temptation. The talents and genius 
of Mr. Gilpin have not only diftinguilhed him as a 
Biographer and a pious, enlightened Ecckfiaftic, but 
likewife as an accurate Obfcrvcr and Delineatpr of 
nature's Pi€lurefque Beauties.

Lodge near Litchfield. He publifhed, in 1789, 
an oftavo volume, entitled, ** The Principles of 
Moral Philofophy Inveftigated, with Remarks on 
Paley's Philofophy," a performance in which he 
appears to us, to argue upon principles arifing 
from an incomplete comprehenfion of Dr. Paley's 
admirable book. In 1792, he publifhed Remarks 
on the Decifion of the Houfe of Commons, re- 
fpefting the Abolition of the Slave Trade : and, 
in 1794, ** An Enquiry into the Duties of Meij

OLASSE, rev. GEORGE HENRY. 

Reftor of Hanwell in Middlefex, and formerly 
of Chrift-Church College, Oxon. To this gentle- 
man the learned world are indebted for two emi- 
nently remarkable Tranflations of Englifli Poems 
into Greek Verfe, viz. of Mafon's Caraftacus and 
Milton's Sampfon Agoniftes. Undertakings fo An- 
gularly arduous, have feldom been executed with 
foch furprifing fuccefs. The firft of thefe pieces 
appeared in 1781, vvhile the tranflator was yet a 
batchelor of arts : and much praife is due to the 
Monthly Reviewers, into whofe hands a copy hap- 
pened to fall, for recommeiiding its publication; 
the modefty of the author having only induced 
him to print it with a view to prefent it to his 
friends. The fecond piece appeared in 1788, an4 
the erudition and diligence of the tranflator cannot; 
be too. loudly applauded. Mr. Glafle has alfo pub- 
liflied fome occafional fmgle Sermons: and, " Con- 
i > .. templations 
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tcmplations on the Sacred Hiftory," altered from 
the works of Bifliop Hall, publifhed in I793, in 
four volumes, duodecimo* 



GLASSE. REV. SAMUEL, D.D. F.R.S. 

Reftor of Wanftead in Effex, and Chaplain in or- 
dinary to his Majefty. This gentleman is a very 
popular preacher of the day, and frequently em- 
ploys his talents and eloquence in exciting to cha- 
rity the congregations in the vicinity of the metro- 
polis. He has publiflied many well-written fingle 
Sermons : a Tranflation from the French of " Ad- 
vice from a Lady of Quality to her Children, in the 
laft Stage of a lingering Illnefs," in two fmall vo- 
lumes : and a Courfe of Leftures on the holy Fes- 
tivals, in one volume, oftavo. 



GLEIG, GEORGE, ESQ- L. L. D. F. R. S. E. 

The editor of a fupplementary vdlume to the 
editions of Dr, Johnfon's works, containing Lobos* 
Voyage, &c. He was alfo the editor of the laft 
fix volumes of the Encyclopaedia Britannica, and 
is preparing a Supplement to that work. 



GLYNN, 
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GLYNN, ROBERT, ESQ. M.D. 

Fellow of the Royal College of Phyficians in Lon- 
don, Fellow of King's College, and a charafter of 
long and diftinguifhed celebrity, in the Univerfity of 
Cambridge, though the printed teftimonies which 
the public poffefs of his literary merit are but finall ia 
fize. He obtained, in the year 1 757,^the Seatonian 
Prize, for a Poetical Effay on the Day of Judgement, 
which is one of tlie moft excellent compofitions pro- 
duced by that iniUtution, and ranks with the fublime 
and beautiful produdions of Chriftopher Smart on 
the fame occafion. This eflay was printed in the 
Univerfity according to the will of the founder of the 
prize, and afterward reprinted in a crown o£lavo 
voluriie, containing a colle^ion of thefe poems. 
Dr. Glynn interefted himfelf a good deal about the 
Chattertonian bufinefs, and is faid to have caught 
a violent cold, which confined him for fome time, 
in examining the church and fteeple where the 
poems of Rowley were faid to have been found. 
He contributed, we believe, confiderable informa- 
tion and afliftance to Mr. Mathias, in preparing 
his candid and comprehenfiye Effay on that fubjeft. 
The compliment paid, in " The Purfuits of Lite- 
rature/* part fourth, to this great, difinterefted, 
virtuous, and consummate Scholar and Phyfician, 
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MOW by learning and religion conducted with dig* 
iiity to the clofe of life, is not hk elegant than jn&» 

"^GODWIN, WILLIAM, ESQ. 

Formerly a diffenting clergyman. In 1784, W 
publilhed a duodecimo volume, confifting of fix 
Sermons, which he dedicated to the Bilhop of Lanr 
dafF, and entitled, " Sketches of Hiftory ! !" Thefe 
difcourfes have been faid to approach nearer to the 
finimated ftyle of the French orators than the gene* 
rality of compofitions for the pulpit, in this colder 
climate. Mr. Godwin is alfo the reputed author of 
a pamphlet, which appeared about the fame time, 
entitled,* " The Herald of Literature ; or, A Re* 
view of the moft confiderable Publications which 
will be made in the ei;ifuing Winter." In thefe 
later days he has attracted notice by " An Enquiry 
concerning Political Juftice, and its Influence on 
general Virtue and Happinefs," firft publiihed ia 
J 793, in two volumes, quarto, and fince in two 
volumes, octavo. Whatever the pretenfions of this 
Political Doctor, a Philofopher of the New Sect^ 
may be to new eights and a new intelli- 
gence ; and, however his doctrines, likely to main- 
tain but a (hort-lived credit in their native barbarity 
pf form, may have difguifed themfelves in the drefs 
of philofophy, and endeavourd to play upon us with 
the falfe glitter of their borrowed trappirigs ; we will

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venture to fay that fo grofs a Libel as the preferit, 
upon Common Senfe and Common Honefty, has fel- 
dom been uttered from the prefs. In 1 794, Mr. God- 
win publifhed a Novel, entitled, " Things as they 
Are J or, the Adventures of Caleb Williams," in 
three fmall volumes. In this performance ( a work of 
moft pernicious tendency ! ) the author's objeft 
18^ evidently to give an eafy paffport and general cir- 
culation to fome of his favourite opinions ; and it 
is written with an evident allufion to his work on 
Political Juftice. The ufe which Mr. Colman has 
made of this novel has ah^ady been mentioned 
under the name of that gentleman. In 1796, Mr. 
Godwin publifhed an octavo volume, entitled, 
f* The Enquirer ; or. Reflections on Education, 
Manners, and Literature, in a Scries of EflTays ;** 
another philojophical work, of which every candid 
and competent reader will grant it may fairly be 
faid, that, as' in the firft inftance, the fanity of 
Mr. Godwin's intellect might reafonably be quefti- 
oned, fo in this ( if the fpeculations he advances be 
the honed dictates of his underftandmg ) he has no 
lefs a claim to the character of a moft pitiful igno* 
ramus. 

GODWIN, MRS. MARY. 

This lady, now the wife of the fubject of the 
preceeding article, is better known in the literary 
world by her former name of WoUftonecraft. 

Early 
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Early in the year 1 792, tlie time when new theo- 
ries concerning the Rights of Man, and new fpe- 
dilations in politics and tlie conftruction of fociety, 
were fo prevalent and fo coveted, this lady, in^ 
fected with the general malady, diftinguiflied her* 
felf as the Champion of her own Sex by the publi- 
cation of a book, entitled, ^* A Vindication of 
the Rights of Woman." In this treatife, the fair 
author, difclaiming the maxim of Roufleau, that, 
** the ' empire ^f woman is the empire of foft- 
nefs, of addrefs, of complacency ; her commands 
are careffes ; her menaces are tears ;" and the 
' fenfe of that epigram which reprefents the na- 
ked Venus as more formidable than Pallas with 
her fhield and buckler, makes fome very fpirited 
lamentations on the pernicious neglect of all Muf- 
cular Exercifes at our female boarding-fchools. Yet, 
whatever curious fpeculations, profound difcoveries, 
or fubtleties of argument this lady may have ad- 
duced ; however plainly (he may have demonftrated 
that the order of things has been Ihamefully rever- 
fed, and that Nature defigned the men to prefide at 
the tea-table, regulate the houftiold, and rule the 
nurfery ; while all the offices of ftate and bufinefs 
of commerce fhould pafs into the hands of the 
ladies; her theory feems but little likely to fuc- 
ceed in making unreafonable men come into thefe 
fuitable arrangements, till her fex can acquire 
ftrength enough to flrip them of ufurpations, con- 
firmed to them by long prefcription and ancient 

prejudice. 
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prejudice* Her volume, it is true, quickly became 
a ftaple commodity at the circulating libraries, faw 
two editions in the year of its publication, and was 
the manual and vademecum of every romantic 
^ifs, who, like the author herfelf, pined at the 
narmw limits of female circumfcription, and lighed 
io extend the fphere of female duties and female 
obligations beyond the boundary which nature, fe» 
conded by reafon and cuftom, had prefumed to 
point out. But here, like many a vifionary theory, 
its career was at an end. Mrs. Godwin has alfo 
publiihed ^' Thoughts on the Education of Daugh- 
ters," in a duodecimo volume : '^ Stories from real 
tife," in a duodecimo volume : ^ An hiftorical and 
jqotslI View of the Origin and Progrefs of the 
French Revolution, and the Effect it has produced 
in Europe," in one volume, octavo, publiihed in 
I794i in an advertifement to which, two or three 
more volumes were jwromifed in continuation of the 
fubject, none of which have yet appeared j and aa 
octavo volume of ^^ Letters," vrritten in Sweden, 
&c. perhpps the firft of her productions in point of 
merit. Indeed, abating the whimiical appearance 
which Mrs. Godwin's Quixotic Mania, for (landing 
forth the Champion of her Sex produced, in the firft 
inftance, the character of her authorfhip as well as 
that of her converfation, entitles her to the credit 
of a good underftanding and a cultivated mind*

GORDON^ REV. WILLIAM, D.D. 

A diffenting minifter, formerly cftablifhcd at 
Ipfwich : but upon the breaking out of the Ame- 
ttcan war he went to America. He was. there fixed 
lis a minifter of Roxbury, preached on public fafts 
and other occafions, publifhed feveral Political Dif- 
cdurfes, and became a zealous fupport of the 
Theafures of the congrefs. At the conclufion of 
the war he unexpeftedl'y took leave of his Ameri^ 
can friends, and after having iffued propofals for 
publilhing " The Hiftory of the Rife, Progrefs, 
and Eftablifliment of the Independence of the Uni- 
ted States of Americs^, including an Account of 
the late War and of the thirteen Colonies, from 
their Origin to that Period,". he croffed the Atlan- 
tic before it was fent to prefs. In the year 1788, it 
was publifhed in London in four large oftavo vo- 
lumes. It is written in the epiftolary form, but is a 
tedious, uninterefting detail of fa£ls, many of 
which are reprcfented in a point of view highly

fevourable to the caufe of the United States. Dr;^ 
Ramfay^s Hiftory, in point of elegance of ftyle and 
judicious concifenefs of narration, feems greatly- 
preferable. Dr. Gordon has alfo publiflied an 
Abridgement of Jonathan Edwards' Treatife on 
Religious AfFeftions, and is now fettled as paftor of 
a diiTenting congregation at St, Neots in Hunting- 
donfhire. 

GOTT, DOROTHY^ 

A quaker lady who has been peculiarly favoured 
with heavenly vifions and the converfe of inhabL 
tants of invifible regions.

This gentleman 
publifbed in 1792, a Tranflation of the Meditations 
pf the Emperor Marcus Aurelius Antoninus, which 
i$ pretty well executed ; and in the year following 
" Hicro,'* on the condition of Royalty, a conver* 
fatlon from tbe^ Greek of Xenophon..

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GRAY, REV- ROBERT, M. A. 

Formerly of St. Mary-Hall, Oxford, and Vicfflf 
of Faringdon, Berks. In 1790, he publiflied ** A 
Key to the Old Teftament and Apocrypha,*' in one 
volume oftavo: in 1794, " Letters during the 
courfe of ^ Tour through Germany, Switzerland 
and Italy, in 1791 and 1791, with Refleftions on 
the Manners, Literattire and Religion of thofc 
Countries," in one volume octavo. He has aUb 
publiQied a volume of " Difcourfes on Chrifti- 
anity :" and a volume of Sermons, on the princi- 
ples upon which the Reformation of the Church of 
England was eftabliftied, preached at Bampton's 
Lefture, in 1796: the latter of which fills up a 
place in the annual courfe of this lefture, without 
adding a great deal to its celebrity.

GREEN, VALENTINE. 

A native, or long an inhabitant, of Worcefter.

imparting Speech to the naturally deaf and confe- 
quently dumb : witli a particular account of the 
Academy of MefTrs. Braidwood of Edinburgh, and 
z, propofai to perpetuate and extend the benefits 
thereof." Though this pamphlet from the title to 
the finis is a miferable performance, it is well 
known that the living teftimonies to the merit and

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ingenuity of Meflrs. Braidwood, entitle them to 
the higheft credit and rewards. 

GREENSTED, FRANCES. 

A Maid Servant at Maidftoncj in Kent, who iiv 
1797, publiftied a volume of Poems, by fubfcrip* 
tion, with the laudable view of railing a fum of 
money to fupport a venerable mother, aged eighty- 
two years. Thefe Poems, though not totally defti- 
tute of merit, will never want an eye of favour 
from the humane and benevolent, on account of 
the motive which induced their publication. 

GREGORY, REV. GEO. D. D. F. A. S- 

Domeftic Chaplain to the Bifliop of Landaff. 
and one of the Preachers at the Foundling Hofpi- 
tal. The learning and induftry of this gentleman 
have procured him a very refpeftable eminence in 
the literary world. His firft publication was an 
cftavo volume of Effays, Hiftorical and Moral : the 
firft edition of which, publiflied in 1785, he fent 
into the world without a name ; but upon its fa- 
vourable reception, he acknowledged them in a fe- 
cond. Although thefe Effays in point of elegance and 
polifli, cannot be faid to rank among the moft fi- 
nifhed productions of their kind which our language 
Vol. I. P can 
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x:an fhow, they abound with a very confiderablc 
portion of good fenfe. In 1787, Dr. Gregory pub* 
liflied a volume of Sermons, to which he prefixed 
fome excellent Thoughts on the Compofition and 
Delivery of a Sermon. His Sermons are ingenious 
and fufficiently elegant : but they appear fometimes 
to be without that folidity and ftrength, which 
ihouid ever charafterife difcourfes of this nature. 
'Soon after this, Dr.Gregory publifhed a Tranflatioa 
of Biihop Lowth's Ledtures on the Poetry of the 
Hebrews, in two volumes oSavo : and a Life of 
Chatterton, in a fmall odavo volume. The latter 
of thefe performances has certainly added no new 
laurel to the brow of the biographer. Dr. Gre^ 
gory's remaining produftions are, An Hiftory of the? 
Chriftian Church, in two volumes, which has beea 
very "well received : and a philofophical work of) a* 
popular kind, entitled " The Economy of Nature^ 
explained and illuftrated on the principles of Mo- 
dern Philofophy," in three odtavo volumes. H^ 
Jias alfo publifhed a valuable edition of HawkeP 
worth's Telemachus, in two volumes quarto ; and 
written the Continuation, from the middk of th? 
reign of George II( to a Hiftory of England, froia 
the Revolution, to the commencement of the pre- 
fent Adminiftration, written in continuation of 
Hume's Hiftory, in one volume o6lavo, which was 
left unfinifhed by the late Mrs. Catherine Macau- 
lay Graham, and publiflied in 179J. Dr. Gre- 
gory fometimc agg, iffucd propofals for a Hiftory oi 

England, 
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England, in continuation of Hume, down to the 
prefent time, but no part of this work has hitherto 
appeared. He is fuppofed to have fome concern 
in the conduct of the Critical Review, and is now 
preparing for publication. Memoirs of his own 
Xrife and Times ; with an Appendix, containing* 
Letters and Anecdotes of the moft confpicuous 
Characters of the prefent Age. 



GREGORY, OLINTHUS. 

A Jpurneyman Printer in the Qffice of Mr. 
Flower, at Cambridge. With every difadvantage 
of birth and education, he has become a very re- 
fpeftable proficient in the Mathematics, and is well 
known as a correfpondent with the Ladies and Gen- 
jtleman's Diaries, and other Mathematical Mifcel- 
lanies of the day. He has publifhed a fmall duo- 
decimo volume, entitled ** Leffons Aftronomical 
and Philofophical, for the Amufement and Inftruc- 
tion of Britiih Youth."

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GUNNING, MRS. 

This ingenious lady was known to the public jas 
a writer before her marriage. Her maiden name 
was Minifie, and while (he bore it, ftie publiflied fe- 
veral novels, viz. the Hiftories of Lady Frances S. 
and Lady Caroline S. publiflied in 1763, and 
" The Pifture," both written in aflbciation with a 
fitter who refided with her at Bath : and, *♦ Family 
Piaures," « Burford Abbey," '' ITic Cottage,'' and 
" The Count de Poland," by herfelf : of thefe, the 
laft in particular, poffefles confiderable merit. By 
her marriage with General Gunning flie became in- 
troduced into a very elevated fphere of fociety ; in 
which flie continued to move until a remarkable 
circumftance occurred which made a confiderable 
noife in the world, occafioned her total feparation 
from her huft)and, and worked a complete revolu* 
tion in her affairs. The fruit of this marriage was 
a daughter, whofe perfon and accomplifliments, 
according to the partial fufFrage of Mrs. G. were 
unrivalled in the records of beauty and education. 
The fond mother aimed at an alliance between the 
^arquis of Blandford, fon to his Grace the Duke 
of Marlborough, and her daughter. Certain letters 
were afterward produced as written by Mifs Gun- 
ning, in which flie declared her averfion to the 
Marquis and avowed an inyincible attachment to 

P 3 Lord 
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Lord Lqm. Thefe letters were firft fent to General 
Gunning by Mrs. Bowen, a coufin of the young 
lady : and to thefe letters was it owing, that, the 
fafliionable world were for a long time involved in 
a ridiculous family difpute, the prints of the day 
filled with paragraphs and letters on the fubjed> 
and a folemn appeal made to the public. So con- 
vinced was the General of the feeming impropriety 
of his daughter's conduft, that he forbad bodi 
Mrs. and Mifs Gunning his houfe. In confequence 
of this, Mrs. G. publiflied, in 1791, " A Letter 
to his Grace the Duke of Argyle," in which £he 
ftrongly reprobates his conduft, vindicates her 
daughter's innocence, and afferts that the letters 
were an infamous forgery fabricated by Captsum and 
Mrs. Bowen, whofe charafters (he attacks with the 
greateft virulence. Many foolifli and fimple anec« 
dotes deform this letter, and it abounds infinitely 
more in inventive than argument. Captain Bowen^ 
as was to be expefted, publiflied an anfwer to 
Mrs. G's pamphlet : the weapons he ufed were not 
fine writing and pathetic exclamations, but decla- 
rations upon oath. After this myfterious circum- 
iiance, which created a fatal breach in the family, 
Mrs. Gunning refumed the cultivation of her lite- 
rary chara£ter. She has fince publifhed " Memoirs 
of Mary," and " Love at Firft Sight," novels: 
^^ Anecdotes of the Delborough Family,*' a novel 
of feme merit : and, " Virginius and Virginia,*' a 
poem, which is but a poor performance.

that wretched enthufiaft. He even drew his elo- 
quent pen feveral times in fupport of Xhtjoi dtftmt 
Prince of the Hebrews, and alfo publifhed a mofl 
abfurd Treatife on the Millenium. Shall poflerity 
believe that at the clofe of the eighteenth century, 
a gentleman of firfl-rate literary talents, an enlighjt- 
f ncd Philofopher, a cultivated Chriflian, becamp 
the dupe of fuch a crack-brained Fanatic ?

A diffenting minifter, and fucceffor to the late 
celebrated Mr. Robinfon, at Chefterton near Cam- 
bridge. He publiflied, in 1791, '* Chriftianitjr 
confiftent with a Lore of Freedom," in anfwer to 
a Sermon, then recently publilhed by the Rey^ 
John Clayton: and> in 1793, an excellent Pam- 
phlet, entitled, " An Apology for the Freedom of 
the Prdfs."

HASTINGS, WARREN, ESQ. 

Formerly Governor General of .Bengal, to which 
fituation he '.was appointed in the year 1772. The 
confufed ftate in which, matters were at the com- 
mencemdnf of his admmiftration is well known- 
The 'rules which he eftablifhed for the colleftion 
of the revenues, his mode of adminiftering juftice^ 
and his police for the government of the country 
rwere fo approved as to be ftill obferved wdth very 
little variation. Mr. . Haftings' munificent patro- 
nage of learning and, fcience, during his refi- 
dence in India, entitle him to be called the Mae- 
cenas of the Eaft. His own literary talents are con- 
fiderable. He has publifhed a Narrative of the 
Tranfaftions in the Benares ; fneral Letters on 
different occafions to the Dire£lors of the Eaft 
India Company : a Review of the State of Ben- 
gal during the three laft Months of his Refi- 
. dence : and Memoirs relative to the State of India. 
Some elegant Fugitive Poetry of his, has alfo oc- 
cafionally reached the public eye. Though not 
very voluminous himfelf he has, by the length of 
his remarkable Trial, been the occalion of more 
. . Vol. I. Q publi- 
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publications than, perhaps, any man upon record/ 
His impeachment by Mr. Burke in the name of 
the Commons of Great Britain, of highf Crimes 
and Mifdemeanors during his Adminiftration, took 
place in 1786 : and he was honourably acquitted > 
but not till 1795 ! Such was the return which Mr. 
Haftings experienced from his countrymen in his 
old age, after befriending with unprecedented fuc- 
cefs their concerns in a diftant country: after dif- 
playing a fortitude and judgement of moil deci^ 
live and unequivocal benefit! The greateft politic 
cal abilities of the day were prc^tuted in his de^ 
tra£tion: the choiceft flowers of the fublimefl elo- 
quence were fcattered with profuficxi to obfcure 
his merits : a moft confpicuous tribunal of the Brir 
tifti Nation became a fcene of Malignity and Falfe 
Accufation. Yet, wonderful to relate ! when the juft 
fentence of his honourable €:sculpatioEi was paiTed 
he was folicited again to vifit the fcenes of his 
misfortunes : again in the decrepitude of age to 
brave the terrors of impeachment. But .thanks tp 
the Dignity with which he rejefted the propofal. 
Withdrawn from the bufy fcenes of aftive lifey he 
-enjoys in a peaceful retirement that philofophii:: 
tranquility to which his former cares and exertions 
•moft richly entitle him 5 and which will, it is to be 
'hoped, becalm the evening of his tortured life.

In 
affociation with Sir R. Vincent, Bart, he pub- 
liflied the Ranger; in 1794, while both were vn- 
der the tuition of the Rev. Mr. Atwood of Ham- 
merfmith. It was reprinted in 1795, in two vo- 
lumes, duodecimo, and infcribed to Mr. Atwood.

HAWKER, REV. ROBERT, D.D. 

Vicar of the parifh of Charles, Plymouth, and 
formerly of Magdalen Hall, Oxford. He pub- 
lilhed, m 1792, a volume of Sermons on the Divi- 
nity of Chrift, previous to which he had printed four 
occafional fingle Sermons : and, in the year follow- 
ing " The Evidences of a Plenary Infpiration," a 
Letter to Mr. Thomas Porter, in Reply to his De- 
fence of Unitarianifm, which was very ably an- 
swered by Mn Porter.

F. R. R. M. S. E. 

A moft ingenious writer on the fubjeft of thfe 
Small Pox. He publiflied, in 1784, an Enquiry 
how to prevent the Small Pox, and, in 1793, A 
Sketch of a Plan to exterminate the cafual Small 
Pox from Great Britain, and to introduce general 
Inoculation : performances which prove him to be 
no lefs a man of humanity than of ingenuity. 



HAYLEY, WILLIAM, ESQ, 

Of Eartham near Chichefter, a very diftinguifhed 
and amiable charafter in the republic of letters. He 
was educated at Eton Schoool and Trinity Hall, 
Cambridge. His firft publication was " A Poetical 
Epiftle to an eminent Painter" (Mr. Romney), which 
appeared in 1778. Thefubfequentproduftionsofhis 
Mufe, as, " The Triumphs of Temper," " Eflays on 

. Hiftory;* 
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Hiftory," and ^* Epic Poetry," &c. are well known 
and were publiflied colleftively, together with his 
plays, in 1785, in fix crown oftavo volumes. None 
of his plays had appeared upon the ftage previous 
to their publication, but fince that time the Con- 
noiffeurs, a comedy, and Lord Ruffel, a tragedy, 
have been reprefented at Mr. Colman's theatre. 
Since that time he has publiflied *^ A Philofophi- 
cal, Hiftorical, and Moral Eflay on Old Maids,*' 
in three volumes, oftavo, a very entertaining wQiJc, 
which difcovers its author to be an, attentive ob* 
ferver of life, and to poflefs the talents which cpn- 
ilitute an elegant moral painter : " Dialogues coiv- 
taining a comparative View of the Lives, Charac;* 
ters, and Writings of Lord Chefterfield and Dy, 
^ohnfout^an anonymous publication, which we wi(h 
had not been attributed to Mr. Hayley's pen, as 
it is far from adding a new laurel to his brow : and 
*^ Occafional Stanzas written at the Requeft of the 
Revolution Society and recited on their Anniver- 
fary November 4th, 1788, with a Poetical Epiftle 
from Queen Mary to King William, during his 
Campaign in Ireland, 1690." To a magnificent Edi- 
tion of Milton's Poetical Works, in folip, by Meflirs. 
Boydell, he added a liberal and well-written Life of 
the Author. This elegant and interefting piece of 
biography was afterward republiflied feparately 
with additions, in one volume, quarto. Mr. Hayley 
has alfo publiflied an Elegy on the Death of the 
Hon.^Sir William Jones, of confiderable merit,

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though perhaps upon the whole, inferior to Mr. 
Maurice's Poem on the fame fubjeft. It is needlefs 
for us to add that Mr. Hayley ranks very highly, 
not as a living -Poet only. 



HAYS, MARY. 

A young lady of fome merit as a Novel Writer. 
She has publifhed " Emma Courtney" the charafters 
of which were drawn from real life, and the touf en- 
Jdnble is not unpleafing or uninftruftive ; though 
the heroine appears to us far from a model of fe- 
male excellence. She has alfo written an ofitavo 
volume of Letters and Effays, moral and mifcella<- 
neous. 



HEARNE, SAMUEL. 

The author of " A Journey from Prince of 
Wales' Fort in Hudfon's Bay, to the Northern 
Ocean," in one volume, quarto, publifhed in 1795. 
This journey, undertaken by order of the Hudfon's 
Bav Company, for the difcover}' of Copper Mines, 
a North Weft Paflage, &c. in the years 1769- 
1772, was performed after repeated trials, in the 
courfo of four years, and extended to the Copper- 
Mine River, acrofs the Deforts. Tne detail is a 
very refpctlable performance.

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HEATHCOTE, REV. RALPH, D.D. 

A Clergyman in the neighbourhood of Leicefter, 
and formerly afliftant-preacher at Lincoln's Inn, 
His firft publication was an o£lavo pamphlet, enti- 
tled, « A Sketch of Lord Bolingbroke's Philofo- 
phy," which appeared in 1755. About two years 
afterward he publiftied a pamphlet, entitled, ** The 
Ufe of Reafon affected in Matters of Religion," in 
anfwer to a Sermon preached before the Univerfity 
of Oxford, by Dr. Thomas Patten, He has alfo pub- 
liflied, a Sermon preached at Leicefter Aflizes ; Re-

JD two volumes, oftavo ; and we are particularly 
forry that upon an occafion like the prefent, we 
cannot bear a complimenrtay teftimony to the accu- 
racy or tafte which he has difplayed in the execution 
jpf his talk.

A native of Scotland, He publiflied, in 1785, 
fome ridiculous *^ Letters of Literature," in one 
volume, o£tavo, which experienced the merited 

feve* 
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feverities of the critics of that day. In 1792, he 
publiflied ** Arabian Tales ;" or a Continuation of 
the Arabian Nights Ejitertainment, in four duode- 
cimo volumes. Thefe tales had been tranflated 
from tlie original Arabic into French, and were, on 
the prefent occafion, tranflated from the French 
•into Englifli. In the fame year he alfo publiflied a 
Tranflation of Niebuhr's Travels through Arabia 
and other Countries in the Eaft, in two oftavo vo- 
lames* In the year following he publiflied, " Ob- 
iervations made in a Journey through the Weilern 
Counties of Scotland," in two volumes, oftavo ; 
and Propofals for a general Hiftory of Scotland, to 
be comprized in three oftavo volumes. Of this 
Hiftory the firft volume made its; appearance in the 
following year, and, though not a firft-rate perform- 
ance, was not unfavourably fpoken of.* In 1^94,

By his 
indefatigable exertions, he has extended the boun- 
daries and confirmed the principles of that noble 
fcience. Among his valuable difcoveries is that of 
a feventh Planet in our folar fyftem, whofe Orbit is 
external to that of Saturn, and which is diftinguiftied 
by the name of Georgium Sidus. His grand forty-feet 
Refle£ling Telefcope is the nobleft monument of 
philofophical zeal and of princely munificence that 
the world can boaft ; and difplays the refult of a 
judgment, an ingenuity, and a fertility in refource, 
riot lefs eminent than his philofophical ardour. It 
was completed on the 28th of Auguft, 1789, and 
a very ample account of it may be feen in the fe- 
cond part of the Philofophical TranfaSions for 
1795. The patronage which his prefent Majefty 
has afforded Dr. Herfcliel is highly honourable to' 
his difcernment and munificence, and will be an 
additional ornament to his name in the page of 
hiftory. The Doftor's publications have been con- 
fined to occafional Papers in the Philofophical 
Tranfaftions. He has a Sifter whofe aftronomical 
abilities and knowledge are alfo of cari'fiderable 
diftin«6lion. '.. .

mon at Whitehall ; and ^^ Thoughts on the Atha- 
nafian Creed," in a fingle Sermon preached at Sto-i 
ney Stratford, on the 12th of April, 1790, at the 
vifitation of the Archdeacon of Bucks, which was > 
reviewed in an oftavo pamphlet, by an impudent 
anonymous writer.

Since 
this time Mr. Hodfon is become a preacher of con- 
fiderable popularity, and has fucceeded in attraft- 
ing to his pulpit crowds of thofe fhallow hearers of 
the word, which fo abound in the Metropolis and 
its precinfts, who gladly exchange that comfortable 
Do£trine and found Expofition of their Creed, fo 
fuitable to the dignified charadler of a difciple of 
Chrift, for the grimace, inanity, and negleS of 
their Maker's Glory in the miftaken purfuit of 
their own, which are fometimes feen fo highly to 
deform it. He has publifhed feveral fingle Ser- 
mons, preached upon particular occafions ; a vo- 
lume of Sermons, publifhed in 1792, on the prefent 
State of Religion in this Country, and on other 
fubjefts, preached during Lent and dedicated to 
the Queen, in which he adopts the tope of a po- 
pular traft, entitled,, an Eftimate of the Religon of 
the Fafliionable World, and deplores the degene- 
racy of the times ; and an Addrefs to the different 
ClalFes of Perfons in Great Britain, on the high 
Price of Provifxons, publifhed in 1795.. Mr. Hod- 
fon was obliged to refign his place as fecretary to

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the Afylunt, in confequence of a wound which he 
received by accident in his hand; and was fuc- 
ceeded by the Rev. Mr. Agutter.* .

The Author, of a myftical work in two vo- 
lumes, entitled, " Jefus Chrift the only true God,*' 
by which he appears to have in part embraced the 
extravagant and heterogeneous ideas of Baron Swe- 
denborg, 

HOLCROFT, THOMAS. 

An inftance of the power of genius and abi- 
lity to raife their poffeflbr from the lowlieft ftation in 
life, ( for to fuch an one he was bom ), to a certain 
degree of celebrity and eftimation. The firft ftep 
in Mr. Holcroft's career was that of commencing 
Comedian. He was for fome time Prompter to a 
Theatre in Dublin, and engaged in many ftroUing 
companies. He appeared for fome fucceffive fea-

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fonr at Drury Lane Theatre, without, however, 
attra£iing the notice of the public as an A£lor ;. 
and he finally quitted the Stage in 1782. In 
the department of Authorfhip he has taken va- 
rious walks. Poetry, the Drama, Novel-writing, 
Philofophy^ and Politics have feverally employed 
liis pen. To excel in all thefe fubjefts was cer- 
tainly beyond the reach of his abilities, and had 
his prudence withheld him from meddling with 
politics, and his enterprizing fpirit fubfided ere it 
led him to the propagation of opinions of a ten« 
dency, pernicious to the caufes of religion ?Lnd mo- 
rality, he had, at this day, borne a fairer fame in 
the republic of letters. Mr. Holcroft's firft pub- 
lication was a pamphlet, confifting of two Elegies, 
one oh the Death of Mr. Foote, the other on Age ; 
this appeared in the year 1777, while he belonged 
to Drury Lane Tlieatre. In 1781, he produced at 
Covent Garden Theatre, the Ciomedy of Duplicity, 
which was cenfured at its firft appearance, as 
being evidently the Play of a Player: In 1783, 
Mr. Holcroft publifhed a ftrange farrago, in two 
volumes, oftavo, entitled, " The Family Picture > 
or, Domeftic Dialogues on Amiable and Interefting 
Subjeds ;" and alfo, " Human Happinefs ; or, the 
Sceptic," a poem, vnritten in imitation of Prior's 
Alma, and but an indifferent performance. Since 
this time he has written for the ftage, the Noble 
Peafant, a comic opera ; the Follies of a Day, a 
comedy, from the French of Beaumarchais, which: 

was 
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was favourably received ; the Choleric Fathers, a 
comic opera ; Seduftion, a comedy ; the School 
for Arrogance, a comedy, on the plan of Le Glo- 
rieux ; the Road to Ruin, a comedy ; Love's Frail- 
ties, a comedy s the Deferted Daughter, a comedy 5 
and the Man of Ten Thoufand, a comedy. Of 
thefe pieces feveral poffefs but flender claims to 
merit j the Road to Ruin, which appeared in 1792, 
and had a very confiderable run, is confeffedly the 
moft approved. In this piece Mr. Holcroft has 
taken pains to confult the prevailing tafte of 
the times, and, though we cannot bring any 
complimentary teftimony to that tafte, we muft 
allow him ( with this confideration ) much credit for 
his performance. Without the afliftance however 
of Mr. Lewis or fome fuch confummate Gold- 
finch, this piece had made but a forry appearance. 
We come next to confider Mr. Holcroft as a 
Tranflator, in which line he has experienced confi- 
derable fuccefs, and has th^ merit of much labo- 
rious induftry, fufficient fidelity, and a certain de- 
gree of elegance. In 1786, he publiflied, " Care* 
line of Litchfield," from the French, in three duo- 
decimo volumes j in 1788, the Life of Baron Fre- 
derick Trenck, from the German, in three duode- 
cimo volumes ; in 1789, the Pofthumous Wt)rks of 
Frederick II. King of Pruflia, from the French, in 
thirteen oftavo volumes ; in 1792, Lavater's Eflays 
on Phifiognomy, from the German, in three large 
o£lavo volumes 5 and, in 1796, Frederic Leopold

Count Stolberg's Travels though -Germany, Switz* 
crland, Italy, aiid Sicily, troin the German, in two 
volumes, quarto. Ihe Tranliations of Obfonville's 
Effays, Tales of the Caftle, and Madame Genlis' 
Sacred Dramas, have alfo been attributed to his pen. 
Mr. Holcroft has moreover attrafled notice as a 
Novel-writer. In 1 786, he publiflied, "An Amorous 
Tale of the Chafte Loves of Peter the Long, and 
of his mod honoured Dame Blanche Bazu, his 
Feal Friend Blaize Bazu, and the Hiftory of the 
Lover's Well," imitated from the Fxench, and fup- 
pofcd to be written about the fifteenth century, in 
one duodecimo volume, which is but an indiflferent 
performance ; in 1 792, he produced a Novel, in 
feven duodecimo volumes, entitled, " Anna St, 
Ives," which, though it poffefs fome claims to 
inerit, has not been generally placed in the Jirfi 
clafs of compofitions of that defcription j in 1794, 
the three firft volumes of his moft celebrated Novel, 
entitled, " The Adventures of Hugh Trevor,'* 
made their appearance ; and, in 1797, the remain* 
ing three volumes. In this work Mr. Holcroft's ob- 
ject fcems to be to determine what profeffiqn a man 
of principle who is anxioufly defirous of promoting 
individual and general happinefs fhould choofe 
for his fon, and to reprefent the progrefs of Mind. 
That he difplays very confiderable ability in the 
execution of his idea we will not deny, while we 
exprefs our hearty difapprobation of certain fenti* 
ments, opinions, ^nd fpeculations- which his book 

gontainSLj. 
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contains ; more efpecially as it is likely to attrafii 
the generality- of readers. 

The reHeftions of Mr, Holcroft, and his known 
principles made him an objeft of fufpicion to Go- 
vernment, at a late memorable and dangerous cri- 
iis. He was committed to the Tower, with Hardy^ 
Home Tooke, j helwaJl, and others, but liberated 
without und rgoing a Trial. In 1795, he pub- 
lifhed a Narrative of his Cafe^ &c. and an illiberal 
" Letter to the Rt. Hon. Wm. Windham, on the 
Intemperance and Dangerous Tendency of hi» 
Public Condua." 



HOLDER, REV. HENRY EVAN^ 

Formerly of the Ifland of Barbadoes, and lincc 
of the City of Briftol. He publilhed, in 1 782, an ap- 
proved Syftem of French Syntax, which he greatly 
enlarged in the year 1790, in a fecond edition, and 
entitled it, " A Syftem of French Accidence and 
Syntax.*' In 1788, he publifhed a fliort Effay on 
the Subje£t of Negroe Slavery, with a particular 
Reference to the Ifland of Barbadoes. Since that 
time he has written a Familiar Guide to the He- 
brew Language in a Series of Letters addreffed to 
a Lady ; four volumes of Difcourfes on various 
Subje6ts, delivered in the Ifland of Barbadoes, the 
two former of which appeared in 1791, and the 
two latter in the year following j a Tra£l in Vindi-

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cation of the Doftrine of the Trinity ; a brief An- 
fwer to the Philofophy of Mafons ; Fragments of 
a Poem, intended to have been written in confe- 
quence of reading Major Majoribanks* Slavery;

HOLE, RICHARD, L.L.B. 

Of the City of Exeter. This gentleman pub- 
lifhed, in 1781, a Tranflation into Englifh Verfe, 
of Homer's Hymn to Ceres ; in 1 789, ** Arthur,'* 
or the Northern Enchantment, a poetical Ro- 
mance ; and, in 1797* ** Remarks on the Arabian 
Nights Entertainments,'* in a crown oftavo volmne. 
The two firft of thefe performances are favourable 
teftimonies of Mr. Hole's poetical talents ; the 
Jatter difplays eonfiderable ingenuity, but is, we 
think, too trifling in fubjeft and charafter to have 
merited fo much attention from abilities like his. 



HOLLIDAY, JOHN, ESQ. F.R.S. 

Barrifter at Law of Lincoln's Inn. This gen- 
tleman publifhed, in 1797, " Tlie Life of William 
late Earl of Mansfield," in one volume, quarto, a 
valuable work, but more particularly of ;xforenfi€

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HOLLIS, JOHN, ESQ- 

A gentleman of the fame family with the late 
worthy and excellent Mr. Thomas HoUis, and a Ne- 
ceflarian. He publiftied in 1796, a futile pam* 
phlet, entitled, " Sober and Serious Reafons for 
Scepticifm, as it concerns Revealed Religion ;" in 
which he endeavours to prove that the Arguments 
which Deifts have urged againft the divinity of the 
Chriftian Religion are incontrovertible and unde« 
niable^ 

HOLM AN, J. G. 

A Comedian of confiderablc reputation at Co* 
vent Garden Theatre, efpecially in the walks of 
tragecjy. He is defcended from a very refpeflable 
family, and received a very liberal education at 
Soho School and Queen's College, Oxford. He 
was in his time a diftingui(hed performer at the 
annual theatrical reprefentations which were for*- 
merly exhibted at that School, and at thefe he 
firft imbibed a predileQion for the ftage. His firft 
appearance in public, was in the cViarafter of Ro- 
meo at Covent Garden Tlieatre, in the year 1784, 
after which time he was permitted to take his de- 
gree at Oxford- He has alfo performed at the- 
Theatres of Dublin and Edinburgh. In 1 796, he 

produced 
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produced a Comic Opera, in three afts, at Covcnt 
Garden Theatre, entitled, " Abroad and at Home," 
vrhich, as is not imcommon in thcfe days, without 
many pretenfions to excellence was favourably re- 
ceived. 

HOLMES, REV. ROBERT, D.D, 

Canon of Chrift Church, Re£lor of Stanton; 
and formerly, Fellow of New College, and RegiuS 
Profeflbr of Poetry, in the Univerfity of Oxford. 
This gentleman's firft publication was^ lingle Ser- 
mon on the Refurre£lion, preached before the Uni- 
verfity in the year 1777 ; and, in the following 
year, he publiflied, " Alfred," an! Ode, wdth fix 
Sonnets. In 1782, he preached eight ingenious 
Sermons before the Univerfity at the Lefture found- 
ed by Mr. Brampton, which were afterward pub- 
lifhed in an o6lavo volume ; and, in 1788, he pub- 
lifhed, four Divinity Trafts, in an oftavo volume. 
Since this time he has publifhed an Ode for the 
Encasnia, held at Oxford, July, 1793, for the re- 
ception of his Grace the Duke of Portland, Chan- 
cellor of the Univerfity, a performance not un- 
worthy of a Profeflbr of Poetry \ a Faft Sermon, 
preached before the Hon. Houfe of Commons, in

HOLMES, REV. EDWARD, A.M. 

Mafter of Scorton School, and author of a fen* 
fible Comment on the Apoftles Creed, publifhed 
in 1788, and an o£lavo. pamphlet, publiftied in the 
year following, entitled^ " An Attempt to prove 
the Materiality of the Soul> by Reafon and Scrip- 
ture." 

HOLROYD, RT. HON. JOHN BAKER, 
LORD SHEFFIELD, IN THE KING- 
DOM OF IRELAND, M.P. 

Of Sheffield Place, Suffex and Greave Hall* 
Yorkihire* His Lordfliip was long the intimate 
friend of the late celebrated Mr. Gibbon. When 
Col. Holroyd, he was Candidate for the City of Co- 
veiitry, in oppofition to Thomas Rogers, tfq. andj 
after one of the moft riotous and ftrenuoufly con- 
tefted eleftions upon record, proved fuccefsfuL 
His Lordfliip has been a ftrong and zealous fup- 
port of the prefent Miniftry, and is a moft expe- 
rienced and able military officer. In the year 1783, 
he publiflied, " Obfervations on the Commerce of 
the American States," in an oftavo pamphlet ; a 
performance which difplays confiderable induftry, 
. . Yf^if. L S cxtenfivo 
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extenfive information, and no fmall degree of diifi- 
cernment'; which faw its fixth edition very fooa» 
after its publication, and which produced feveral 
Anfwers at the prefs. In 1785, his Lordfhip pub** 
liflicd, Part I. of *^ Obfervations on the Manufac- 
tures, Trade, and Prefent State of Ireland," in an 
oftavo pamphlety which is likewife a performance 
of confiderable merit ; Part II. followed foon after-»^ 
ward. Thefe produftions eminently diftinguifh 
their noble author among the fuperior ranks in 
fociety, by the peculiar direftion of coi>fiderabIe 
abilities, and great induftry, to objefts of publk^ 
utility. Upon the death of his friend Mr. Gibbon, 
his Lordfhip finding that the care of his papers 
was bequeathed to him by will, inferted an-adv^r- 
tifoment in the public prints, ftating his intention 
of publilhing that gentleman's pofthumous works j* 
and, in 1^96, he gratified the public curiofity 
with two quarto volumes, containing^ Mifcellane- 
^us Works of Mr. Gibbon^ with Memoirs of Hi* 
Life and Writings, compofed by himfelf; illu* 
ftrated from his Letters with occafional Notes and 
Narative, by his Lordftiip. Lord Sheffield has not 
efiraped the imputation of vanity from fome of his- 
Tekders> few the manner ini which he has exhibited 
thefe interefting' remains- ef his moft celebrated 
friend. For ourfelves we can acquit hi«l of thi^ 
charge, and we are of opinion that the long and

HOLWELL, JOHN ZfePHANIAH^ F.R.S. 

Formerly one the Servants of the Eaft India 
Company, and one of thofe perfons who were for- 
tunate enough to efcape alive from confinement 
in the Black Hole at Calcutta. He publiflied, in 
1758, an authentic Narrative of the Deaths of the 
Englifli Gentlemen at Calcutta': and has written, 
fince that time, feveral trafts upon India Affairs, 
particularly a Work, in three parts, entitled,'^ Events 
relative to Bengal and Indoftan ;" ** The Manner 
of Inoculating for the Small Pox in the Eaft Ih-^ 
dies ;'* " A new Experimeiit for the Prevention of 
Crimes,*' published in 1786; and a traft, contain-* 
ing Tome moft Angular and fuperftitious fentiments 
upon religious fubjefts, entitled, ** Differtations on 
the Origin, Nature> and Purfuits of Intelligent 
Beings ; and on Divine Providence, Religion, and 
Religious Worftiip*** 



HOLWELL, REV, WILLIAM, B.D; F.A.S. 

Vicar of Thombury, Gloucefterfliire, Prebeh-» 
dary of Exeter, and formerly Chaplain in Or* 
dinary to his Majefiy. This gentleman publiihedj 
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in 1775, " The Beauties of Homer, felefted from,. 
the Illiad ^" and foon afterward, Extra£ts from Mr* 
Pope's Tranflation, correfponding with thefe Beau- 
ties. In 1793, he publiftied, " A Mythological, 
Etymological, and Hiftorical Diftionary," in one 
volume, oftavo, which is a well prepared Ikeleton 
of Mr. Bryant's celebrated Analyfis^ 



HOME, JOHN. 

Formerly a Clergyman of the Church of Scot-' 
land. He is the author of the celebrated tragedy^ 
*^ Douglas," which was firft reprefented with great 
applaufe at Edinburgh in the year 1756, and after- 
ward, on the commendation of the celebrated Dar 
vid Hume, upon the Englifti ftage.^ This tra- 
gedy, a performance ' of confiderable excellence^ 
and at leaft equal to any thing in that fpecies of 
poetry, which has appeared fince the days of Rowe,. 
was not more diftinguifhed by the univerfal and 
uncommon applaufe which it received in its native 
country, than by the illiberal perfecution it excited 
againft its author in the Prefbytery of Scotland.' 
Repudiated and cut off from his preferments, he ex- 
l^erienced the proteftion and favour of the Earl of

Alonzo ; but they are all inferior to his firft perfor-

HOME, EVERARD, ESQ. F.R.S. 

Of Leicefter Square, London. This gentleman, 
the brother in law of rhe late celebrated John 
Hunter, publiflied, in 1788, " A Differtation on 
the Properties of Pus," which gained the prize 
medal, given by the Lyceum Medicum Londinenfe 
for that year. This, at the time of its appearance, 
was thought a very queftionable performance, con- 
lidering the honour which had been conferred on 
it, and was feverely handled by fome of the critics 
of the day. In 1794, he prefixed a fhort Account 
of the Life of John Hunter to his quarto Treatife 
on the Blood, Inflammation, and Qun-fliot Wounds. 
And, in the year following, he publiflied fome ju- 
dicious and approved " Praftical Obfervations on 
the Treatment of Strifitures in the Urethra," in an 
oftavo pamphlet, in which he brings the motf de-

This gentleman, who has acquired fo great ce* 
lebrity by his elegant and faithful Tranflations fronx 
the Italian, was, for nearly forty two years, in the 
fervice of the Eaft India Company. He became 
enamoured of Ariofto, when a boy, from reading 
Sir John Harrington's old tranflation. His Tranfla- 
tion of Taffo's ** Jerufalem delivered'' was firft pub- 
liftied in the year 1 763, in two volumes, oftavo; and, 
in 1767, he publiflied <* The Works of Metaftatio, 
tranflated from the Italian," in two volumes, duo^ 
decimo. In 1773, he publiflied the firft volume of 
^* Orlando Furiofo," tranflated from the Italian of 
Ludovico Ariofto, and after a ten years intermiflionj

This gentleman's firfl publication was a Tran- 
flation from the German, of the Letters of Baron 
Bielfield, Secretary of Legation to the King of 
PrufTia, and Preceptor to Prince Ferdinand, in four 
volumes, duodecimo, the two firfl of which ap- 
peared in 1768, and the two lafl in 1770. It was 
objefted to at the time of the publication, on ac- 
count of the peculiar and debafed orthography which 
had been adopted in it. He foon afterward pub- 
liflied a Tranllation of Baron Bielfield's Elements

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of Univerfal Erudition, in three oftavo voluirie^ • 
and" Memoirs of the year Two Thoufandl^ive 
Hundred," tranflated from the French, in two vo- 
lumes, duodecimo. In 1774, he firft publiihed 
his " Rational Recreations,** a Series of eafy, en- 
tertaining, and interefting Experiments, in Eluci- 
dation of Numbers and Natural Philofophy, in 
four volumes, oftavo. This work has feen feveral 
editions, and is to be commended for its defign of 
rendering ufeful knowledge, eafy and entertaining, 
as well as for its mode of execution, calculated to 
excite curiofity, and to intereft the inquifitive mind.

thor of the Confeflional. It however received a 
very complete anfwer from the Rev. W. Jones.

Lord Bifliop of Rochefter, Dean of Weftminfter 
and. Dean of the Order of the Bath ; late Biftiop 
of St. David's and formerly Archdeacon of St. Al- 
bans. His Lordfliip wa^ the principal leader in 

the 
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the conteft in 1783 with Sir Jofeph Banks, refpe6l- 
ing his condud as Prefident of the Royal Society, 
smd 4elivered feveral eloquent fpeeches upon that 
occafion. He attrafted, about the fame time, very 
confiderable Notice by his celebrated controverfy 
with .Dr, Prieftly. The learning and abilities which 
he difplayed in this important conteft, the able 
jand dexterous manner in which he expofed the 
.fallacy of Dr. Prieftl/s tenets ajid turned even his 
iOwn polemic weapons againft him, the unanfwer^ 
able arguments which, with uncommon care and 
diligence, he fele£led in defenc^e of the moft effen^ 
tial truths of Chriftianity, and finally, the complete 
and decifive vi6iory which he gained over that 
champion of Materialifin and Philofophical Ne- 
ceflity, gained him the refpetl: and admiration of 
•jevery friend to Chriftianity. The controverfy was 
opened by a Charge delivered to the Clergy of the 
diftriO: of St. Albajns and was followed up by Dr, 
Horfley in two pamphlets, in Rejoinder to the Ob- 
jedions of Dr, Prieftly. His Lordfliip was at that 
time Archdeacon of St. Albans, jajid Lord Chan- 
cellor Thurlow obtained for him the vacant See 
pf St. David's. In his Epifcopal Character he has, 
in great meafure, anfwered the high expeftations 
of eminent ufefulnefs, which his elevation to the 
mitre fo generally excited. His firft Charge to th^ 
Clergy of the Diopefe of St.. David's, delivered in 
1790, was greatly admired^ and we will venture 
to affirm that his fubfequent promotion to the Bi- 

fhoprick 
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flioprick of Rochefter has proved confiderably be- 
neficial to the country at large, in times when its 
Religion, its Government and even its Morality 
are fo manifeftly in lieed of fupport. His Lord- 
fliip has been expofed to a confiderable (hare cf 
vulgar and illiberal abufe on account of his op- 
pofition to the turbulence of democratic Rage. 
iSome intemperate and unadvifed fpeeches, how- 
ever, which he made in the Houfe of Peers, during 
the difcuffion of Lord Grenville's Bill &c. were 
moft fevcrely and defervedly reprimanded, and oc- 
cafioned for a time a popular clamour againft him. 
Yet the fteady uniformity, confiftency and deci-- 
fion of his conduct have been of confiderable util- 
ity to Government and have procured him the 
good will of many a friend to order, decency, 
virtue and religion. Of his Lordfhip's publica- 
tions, the moft confpicuous in lize, is, an Edition of 
the Works of Sir Ifaac Newton, in five quarto vo- 
lumes, the firft of which appeared in 1779. That 
his Lordfhip is a very refpeftable Mathematical 
we are willing to allow, yet we cannot but regret, 
for the honour of our country, that, an immortal 

wo^k like Newton's, fhould have been edited in a 
manner which feems calculated to impede the pro»- 
grefs of Science among us, by a two fold mean ; 
lirft, by the flpnder afliftance which the DoSor's 

commentary can poflibly afford the learner, fe- 
(condly by the extravagant price at which a Work 
fo u^neceffafioufly fumptuos muft be fold. That 

it 
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it is an elegant monument of our typographicd 
perfeQion, we will freely allow, but who that has 
confulted the edition of the Principia by the Je- 
fuits fhall hefitate in giving it the preference ? His 
tra£ts in controverfy with Dr. Prieftly were re- 
publifhed with confiderable additions, in an oftavo 
Volume, in 1789. Tlie reft of his publications are 
various fingle Sermons, delivered principally oh 
public occafions ; and his " Charges " to his 
Clergy, (lie laft of which, to thofe of the Diocefe of 
Rochefter, contains the moft falutary advice to the 
clergy in general. A pamphlet entitled " An Apo- 
logy for the Liturgy and Clergy of the Church of 
England," publiftied in the beginning of the year 
1790, and which is marked with confiderable viru- 
lence againft fome refpeftable members of the com- 
munity, was by many afcribed, from certain internal 
evidences, to this prelatical Hercules. It was an- 
fwered with great feverity by Mr Gilbert Wake- 
field ; and perhaps it is to be juftly regreted in the 
cafe of his Lordihip, that the native vigour of his 
faculties, his diftinguilhing (hare of learning, his 
elegant and nervous ftyle, and his ingenuity of in- 
vention, (hould have been fometimes diflocated by a 
•domineering fpirit, occafionaly difplaying itfelf in 
Jiis writings. Dr. Horfley is the author of one 
-of the Differtations accompanying Dr. Vincent^s 
*♦ Voyage of Nearchus ".

A Nobleman whofe literary accomplifhments 
and tafte for poetry do him fo much honour, that 
he may with fafety encounter the maxim of Mr* 
Pope* 

" — — Let a Lord onct own the happy linet 

** How the wit l>righten» I how the ftile refines */' 

His Lordftfip, in his earlier days, wrote many Fugi- 
tive Pieces of Poetry of confiderable merit, which 
are to be found in the *^ Afylum for Fugitive Pie- 
ces." He publiflied, in 1773, four Poems, in a 
quarto pamphlet, viz. I. Ode written upon tho 
Death of Mr. Gray ; II. for the Monument of a 
favourite Spaniel 5 III. another Infcription for tha 
fame ; IV. Tranflation from Dante, Canto xxxiii* 
Thefirftof thefe pieces, in particular, poffefles confi- 
derable merit. In 1 783, his Lordfliip printed (only for 
the purpofe^of circulation among his friends ) ** The. 
Father's Revenge/' a tragedy, poffeffing ^eat claims, 

to 
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to poetical excellence, and which, while it does 
credit to the writer, reflects honour on the man. 
Four Political Letters from the Right Hon. Wil- 
liam Eden, were long ago addrefled to his Lord- 
ihip; and two, in the year 1795, from Earl Fitz- 
william, upon his retiring from Irelawnd. Te thefe 
Lord Carlifle wrote an Anfwer, in the ftile of fin- 
cere friendftiip, but expreffive of his entire difap- 
probation of the political conduft of his noble 
correfpondent.

Formerly Commander of the Britifli Army in 
America.

HOWLETT, REV. JOHN. 

Vicar of Great Dunmow in Effex. This gen* 
tleman has been engaged in a Controverfy with the 
late Dr. Price and others, in Vindication of the 
flourifbing State of Population in Great Britain, 

which 
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t<^hich began about the yeai lySi, and lafted feve- 
ral years, and in which he difplayed much accuracy, 
judgement, and knowledge. He publiflied feveral 
trafts on this fubjefl: and occafion; and has alfo 
publiflied, a Sermon on Confirmation, and an Exa^ 
mination of Mr. Pitt's Speech in the Houfe of 
Commons, February the 12th, 1796, relative tar 
the Condition of the Poor*

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HULL, THOMAS. 

Late of Coyent Garden Theatre. This Veteraii 
Comedian is the fon of an Apothecary, who lived 
ki the Strand. He was educated at the Charter- 
houfe with a view to the, Church, but afterward 
tembraced his father's Profeflion, which he was 
obliged to relinquifti after an unfuccefsful trial. 
He now took to the Stage, and appeared firft at the 
Theatre in Smock Alley, Dublin, and then at the 
Theatre, Bath ; of which latter, he afterward con- 
du£led the management for Mr. John Palmer. He" 
Kmovedto Covent Garden Theatre, in 1759 ; and 
upon the late Mr. Colman's refignaticai of the ma- 
nagement , he condufted it, for eight years, with 
confiderable credit. The theatrical Fimd eftablifhed 
at that Theatre, in 1765, ^d confirmed by aft of 
Parliament in 1776, owes its origin folely to his ex- 
ertions. As a Writer, Mn Hull is perhaps more 
refpe£lable than as an a£tor. His earlieft printed prO^ 
duftion was Pharnaces, an opera, altered from the 
Italian; which appeared in 1765. He has fince 
publiflied the Spanifli Lady, a mufical entertain* 
meat ; the Perplexities, a comedy ; the Fairy Fa- 
vour, a mafque ; the Royal Merchant, an opera $ 
the Ptodigal Son, an oratorio ; Henry II. or the 
Fall of Rofamond, a tragedy ; and Edward and 
Eleonora, a tragedy, altered from Thomfon. Be- 

fide 
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fide thefe dramatic pieces, he has written " Genuine 
Letters from a Gentleman to a young Lady his 
Pupil," in two volumes, duodecimo, publiflied in 
1772 ; Richard Plantagenet a Legendary Tale, 
publiflied in quarto, in 1774; and Moral Tales, in 
verfe, in two volumes, oftavo, publiflied in 1797. 
Mr. Hull alfo edited, in 1771, Sir William Harring- 
ton, a novel, revifed by the celebrated Richardfon, 
which was reprinted in 1797 ; and, in 1778, Seleft 
Letters between the late Dutchefs of Somerfet, &c. 
in two oftavo volumes. Mr. Hull was in habits of 
intimacy with the celebrated William Shenftone^ 
Efq. and is now the Father of the Covent Garden 
Stage. 

HUNT, REV. ISAAC, A.M. 

Of the Colleges of New York and Philadel- 
phia, an American Loyalifl:. This gentleman is an 
American Refugee, and was a Clergyman of the 
eftablifliment, but of late he has mingled with fome 
of the Seftaries. He publiflied, in 1778, a Sermoa 
preached before the Aflbciation of Antigallicans. 
Since that time he has publiflied a Sermon on Taxes ; 
** Rights of Engliflimen," a pamphlet againll 
Thomas Paine 5 and a volume containing ten fer- 
mons on various occafions.

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HUNT, WILLIAM, ESQ. A.M. 

Of Lincoln's Inn. This gentleman publiftied, 
in 1793, a new and excellent Edition of Lord 
Chief Baron Gilbert's " Law and Praftice of Di- 
ftreffes and Replevin ;" in the year following a ufe- 
ful " CoUeftion of Cafes on the Annuity A£t," in 
^n o6lavo volume, which was favourably received, 
and has feen a fecond edition. He is a fuccefsfui 
\yriter in his appropriate line of authorfliip. 



HUNTER, REV. HENRY, D. D, 

A Clergyman of fomc eminence of the Church 
of Scotland, and Minifter of the Scots Church at 
London Wall. He has publifhed feveral finglc Ser- 
mons, preached on particular occafions, the firft of 
which was printed, in 1774. Since that time he 
has publifhed, '' Sacred Biography -/' or, the Hif- 
tory of the Patriarchs from Abraham to Ifaac, with 
a Sequel, containing the Hiftory of Deborah, Ruth, 
and Hannah ; a Courfe of Leftures delivered at 
the above Church, in fix volumes, odavo, the two 
firft of which appeared in 1784, and the laft in 
1792 'y Mifcellaneous Sermons, with Biographical 
Illuftrations, in two volumes, oftavo ; and a repub- 
lication of a Treatife, by the late Mr. Robert Fle- 
ming, 
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mlng, in which were fome paffages fuppofed to be 
prophetical of the French Revolution. He alfo 
engaged in a magnificent Tranllation of La^ ater's 
** Phifiognomy/' and has tranllated from the French 
.EuJer's Letters to a German Princefs, publifhed in 

1795, ^^ ^^^ volumes, oftavo ; M. de St. Pierre's 
Studies of Nature, publifhed the year foUowmg in 
five volumes oftavo ; volume VI. of Saurin's Ser- 
mons, in continuation of the five tranllated by 
Mr. Robinfon, and of which he defigns a farther 
continuation, if encouraged by the public. Dr. 
Hunter is fuppofed to have a concern in the new 
edition of Calmet's Hiftory of the liible. His li- 
terary and minifterial Labours have been no lefs 
honourable to hmifelf, than beneficial to the com- 
munity. 

HUNTER, WILLIAM, ESQ. 

The author of an oftavo voluftie of interefting 
" Travels, in the Year 1792, through France, 
Turkey, and Hungary to Vienna," in a Series 
of Letters to a Lady in England, publiftied in 

1796. PreviouUy to that time, he had publifhed 
a pamphlet, entitled, " Confiderations on the Caufes 
and Effects of the prefent W ar, and on the Necef- 
fity of continuing it, till a regular Government is 
cftabliftied in France."

HUNTINGFORD, REV. GEORGE 
ISAAC, D.D. 

Warden of St. Mary's College, near Winchef- 
ter, formerly fellow of New College, Oxford, and 
a gentleman diftinguilhed for his claffical know- 
ledge, particularly in the Greek Language. He 
publifhed, in 1782, an** Introduftion to the Wri- 
ting of Greek/' in two parts, a moft ufeful work, 
after the manner of Clarke's Introduftion to Latin, 
defigned chiefly for Winchefter College. It has 
been very favourably received and deferves the 
higheft conunendation on account of its tendency 
to preferve Grecian Literature, and confequently 
to befriend the caufes of tafte, freedom, virtue and 
religion. In the fame year Dr. Huntingford pub- 
lifhed 
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lifhed METPIKA TINA MONOZTPOWKA a colleQion 
of Greek Poetry, in which he attempted to copy 
the eafe of Anacreon, the golden fimplicity of the 
ancient epigram, and the energy and variety of 
metre of the choral ode. The excellent critique 
upon this performance, given in the Monthly Re- 
view, and written by Dr. Burney, jun. has already 
been noticed, under the name of that gentleman. 
In 1784, Dr. Huntingford publiftied " An Apo* 
logy for the Monoftrophics which were publiftied in 
1782, with a fecond CoUeftion of Monoftrophics," 
in an oQavo volume, written with the utmoft tem- 
per and unafFefted moderation, and wliich was 
configned to the fame fiery ordeal. When the 
number of the verfes, the variety of their fubje£ls, 
and the uncommon difficulty and labour, neceffariiy 
attending on fuch compofitions, are confidered, it 
muft be acknowledged that no Greek Poems of mo- 
dern times are worthy of more admiration, or enti- 
tled to a higher degree of praife for their tafte and 
ingenuity. Since this time. Dr. Huntingford has 
publiftied a (ingle Sermon preached before the Hon. 
Houfe of Commons, in 1793 ; a volume, confifting, 
of " Twelve Difcourfes on different Subje£ts," 
which appeared in 1795 ; and a fingle Sermon, 
preached in March, 1797, before the corps of 
Hampfliire Fafley Volunteers, at the Church of St, 
Thomas^ Wincheften 
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HUNTINGTON, REV. WILLIAM, S.S. 

Minifter of the Gofpel at Providence Chapel, 
Little Titchfield Street, and at Monkwell Street 
Meeting. He is a Methodift Preacher notorious' 
for his impudence. He has publifhed a farrago of 
vulgarity and nonfenfe, which he has impofed on 
the public under various titles. His " Bank of 
Faitli" has attra£lcd feme notice from the prophane 
and blafphcmous language with which it abounds. 
To his own pifture, prefixed to one of his pam- 
phlets, is this curious fubfcription, " The Root of 
the Matter is found in me ! ! !" 



HURD, REV. RICHARD, D.D. 

Lord Bifliop of Worcefter, and Clerk of the 
Clofet to his Majefty. This learned, ingenious, and 
venerable Prelate, was originally fettled in his pro- 
feifion, in a very retired fituation at Thurcafton in 
the County of Leicefter ; and in a Dedication of 
his ** Ars Poetica, &c. of Horace," to Bifhop War-- 
burton, he expreffes, in the warmeft terms, his at- 
tachment to an obfcure ftation. He was long the in- 
timate friend of that celebrated prelate, who, hav- 
ing perceived his rifmg talents, became his kind and 
generous patron. In this charafl:er Dr. Warburton 

was 
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was performing not his leaft fervice to the learned 
and religious world. And the elegant compliments 
paid by Dr. Hurd to the Biftxop of Gloucefter, in the 
above Dedication, appear from the circumftance of 
his then obfcure fituation to have been an unbought 
acknowledgement of the high eftimation in which 
he held his talents. Who then Ihall be furprifed 
{ notwithftanding Dr. Parr's Attack npon the Bi* 
fhop of Worcefter) that after the generous patronage 
of that diftinguiflied Prelate, Dr. Hurd fhould be- 
come his avowed Champion, and Ihould have taken 
every opportunity of paying a tribute of gratitude to 
his memory ? As a writer his Lordfhip is certainly 
one of the mod claflical and elegant of the age. 
His edition of Horace's Epftola ad Pijones et AuguJ- 
fumy with an Englifli Commentary and Notes, was 
firft publiflied in two oftavo volumes, in 1753; 
four years previous to which the Epiftle to the Pi- 
fos had appeared by itfelf. This work has fmce 
been frequently reprinted in three fmall oftavo vo- 
lumes, and is one of the moft mafterly pieces of 
Criticifm in our language. The fine tafte, philofo- 
phic fpirit, and folid judgement, which it every 
where dilplays, render it Angularly delightful to 
the claflical reader. Dr. Hurd's " Moral and Poli- 
tical Dialogues ; with Letters on Chivalry and 
Romance," were firft publifhed together^ in three 
fmall oftavo volumes, in the year 1765, after hav- 
ing each appeared feparately and anonymoufly, 
Thefe volumes are too highly efteemed and too well 

T 4 known. 
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known, to require a panegyric from us. A pam* 
phlet publiihed about this time by Dr. Hurd in re- 
ply to Mr. Hume's Eflay on the Natural Hiftory of 
Religion, has been branded by that author, ( in tliis 
cafe too much a party concerned, to be free from 
party zeal, ) as ** written with all the illiberal pe- 
tulance, arrogance, and fcurrility, which diftinguiih 
the Warburtonian School.** Upon being chofen 
Preacher at Lincoln's Inn Chapel, his Lordfhip de- 
livered, in that capacity, the firft feries of Sermons 
that were preached at ^the LeQure, inftituted by 
his friend Bifhop Warburton, for the illuftration of 
the Prophecies, and exhibited a model truly worthy 
of the imitation of his fucceffors. His twelve Dif- 
courfes on this occafion were publifhed in an oc- 
tavo volume, in 1772, as was alfo his edition of 
. ** Seleft Works of Mr. Abraham Cowley," with a 
Preface and Notes, in two fmall o£tavo volumes. 
The Difcourfes have been attacked, with no fmall 
degree of virulence, by Mr. Evanfon, formerly vi- - 
car of Tewke{bury and author of the DifTonance of 
the Gofpels, About this time his Lordfliip enjoyed 
the particular patronage of Earl Mansfield, and fuc- 
ceflively became Preceptor to the Prince of Wales, 
Bifhop of Litchfield and Coventry, and Bifliop of 
Worcefter. In 1776, Dr. Hurd publifhed a vo- 
lume of Sermons, preached at Lincoln's Inn be- 
tween the years 1 765 and 1776, to which he added 
two more volumes, in the year 1781. Thefe Dif- 
courfes ^*ere prepared for the ufe of the Society, of

Lincoln's Inn, and delivered in their Chapel, while 
Dr. Hurd was their preacher. Upon his refignation 
of that office, in 1776, the Matters of the Bench re- 
qiiefted him to publifli them ; by complying with 
which, he has put the World at large under obli- 
gation to him. Thefe and fome occaifional fingle 
Sermons, conftitute the lift, ( except one Effay to 
be noticed hereafter ) of his Lordlhip's earlier pub- 
lications. In 1783, he bad the honour of declining 
the dignity of the Archbiflioprick of Canterbury, 
vacated by the Death of Dr. Cornwallis. In 1788, 
his Lordfhip publiflied an edition of " The Works 
of the Right Rev. William Warburton, Lord Bi- 
Ihop of Gloucefter," in feven quarto volumes, as 
well as an oftavo fupplemental volume of Bifhop 
Warburton's Works, or, a CoUeftion of all the New 
Pieces contained in the quarto Edition. In an Ad- 
vertifement prefixed to the former of thefe Works, 
the reader was informed that a Difcourfe, contain- 
ing fome Account of the Life, Writings, and Cha- 
ra6ter of that celebrated Prelate, had been pre- 
pared, but would not appear till hereafter, for rea- 
fons then to be explained ; but on its appearance 
the purchafer would be entitled to a copy. This 
conduft and the circumftance of printing only two 
hundred and fifty copies of fo fumptuous an edition 
of the Works of his learned friend, appeared myt 
terious to moft people, and caufed his Lordfliip to 
be arraigned on the fcore of intelleftual cowardice 5 
as having fuppreffed a Life of his original Patron, 

on 
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4m account of its containing fome free tilings of 
fivtng chara&ers. In 1 794, he publiftied " A Dif- 
courfe, by way of General Preface to the quarto 
Edition of Bifhop Warburton's Works ; containing 
fcHne Account of the Life, Writings, and Charafter 
<>f the Author," in a quarto pamphlet, which was 
never /old. It is well and intereftingly written, 
but on account of his not giving ( according to 
promife ) any reafon for its Angular procraftination, 
as well as on other accounts, the imputation, before 
mentioned, has not been entirely done away. His 
Lordfliip early in life exhibited a blameable degree 
of conformity to this intelleftual defpot, in an Effay 
on the Qelicacy of Friendfliip, intended to arraign 
the conduft of the late Dr. Jortin, who had been 
guilty of fome degree of Rebellion againft his literary 
Chief. This pamphlet, he afterward took much 
pains to buy up and fupprefs. His Lordfhip's 
Strictures on Archbilhop Seeker and Bilhop Lowth, 
gave occafion to a very well-written Letter from a 
Member of the Univerfity of Oxford. 



HURDIS, REV. JAMES, B. D. 

Late Profeflbr of Poetry in the Univerfity of 
Oxford, and Fellow of Magdalen College. A gen- 
tleman, who, befide the above appointment, has 
put the public in poffeflion of many proofs that 
his poetical tftlents are of confiderable diftinftion. 

His 
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His firft publication was " The Village Curate/* a 
poem, diftinguiflied by an elegant fimplicity of moft 
peculiar charm, which appeared anonymoufly hi 
1788, and was favourably received. He has fipce 
that time written feveral other poetical pieces, 
oftert inferior to his firft produ£tion, though gene- 
rally difplaying correft tafte and fuperior genius, 
which are to be found in his volume of ^^ Poems,** 
in fmall oftavo. He is alfo author of Sir Thomas 
More, a tragedy, written in the genuine fpirit of 
poetry. In 1 790, while he was Curate of Burwafti, 
in Effex, he publiflied " A fhort critical Differta- 
tion on the true Meaning of the Word D^J^Jfl 
found in Genefis.V Since that time, he has alfo 
publiflied, " Seleft Critical Remarks upon the En- 
gl ifli Verfion of the firft ten Chapters of Genefis.** 
Upon leaving his Curacy, he addrefled fome ** Re- 
fiedbions on the Commencement of a new Year^** 
to the Inhabitants of Burwafli as a token of refpefl'. 
In thefe he feelingly laments the Death of an ami- 
able Sifter, and pays a handfome and moft refpeft- 
ful Tribute to the Memory of the late learned and 
exemplarily pious Dr. George Home, Biflhiop of 
Norwich. Mr. Hurdis has alfo publiflied two Ser- 
mons, and " Curfory Remarks upon the Arrange- 
ment of the Plays of Shaki'peare," the latter of 
which is, perhaps, the leaft happy of his produc- 
tions.

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HUTCHINSON, WILUAM, ESQ. F.A.S. 

The author of ** A View of Northumberland," 
in two quarto volumes, which appeared in 1778, 
^ Tlie Hiftory and Antiquities of the County Pa- 
latine of Durham,'* in three volumes, quarto, the 
foft of which was publifhed, in 1785, a very va- 
luable work ; and " The Hiftory of the County of 
Cumberland." of which three parts are now pub- 
lifhed, and each volume is to confift of two parts. 
The following is an inftance of liberality, fuch as 
rarely occurs in the Hiftory of Literature, even 
among opulent authors, and which we feel particu* 
lar pleafure in relating. The above Hiftory of Dur- 
ham was printed by fubfcription, and it was pro- 
pofed to have been finifhed in two volumes. But 
when the fecond volume was publilhed, Mr. Hut- 
chinfon's materials had fo greatly increafed fince he 
prefented his propofals to the public, that he 
found himfelf under the neceffity of adding a 
third volume, which he begged his fubfcribers fo dq 
him the honour of accepting Gratis 



HUTTON, CHARLES, L.L.D. 

Fellow of the Royal Societies of London and 
Edinburgh, and of the Philofophical Societies of 

Haarlem 
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Haarlem and America ; and Profefibr of Mathe^ 
matics in tlie Royal Military Academy, Woolwich* 
This gentleman's diftinguiflied abilities have raifed 
him from a very obfcure ftation in life, to which 
he was bom, to that refpeftable eminence in the 
world which he now enjoys. He was one of the 
principal fubjefts of conteft in the celebrated Dif- 
putes of the Royal Society, between Dr. Horfley and 
Sir Jofeph Banks* Dr. Hutton was, at that time, 
correfponding Secretary to that learned Body, from 
which appointment he was removed, at the infti- 
gation of Sir Jofeph, becaufe his refidence was 
fome miles diftant from London. He obtained his 
prefent appointment at Woolwich, by one of the 
moft honourable di(lm£tions upon record, and after 
a conteft with feveral of the ableft Mathematicians 
which this country has produced. After this we 
need not add, that his mathematical abilities and 
knowledge are very extenfive. His method of 
operation is, in general, diftinguiflied by a certain 
degree of mafterly neatnefs and elegance, which 
are particularly engaging. The Ladies Diary, the 
Gymnafium of fo many of our moft celebrated 
Mathematicians, may boaft of Dr. Hutton among 
its correfpondents. He is^ at prefent, the princi* 
pal conduftor of that Mifcellany, and publiflied, 
1775, a Cojleftion of all the Ufefid and Entertain- 
ing Parts of it, both Mathematical and Poetical, 
from the beginning of the Work, in 1704, down 
to the end of the year 1773, under the title of 

'' The 
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" The Diarian Mifcellany," in five duodecima 
volumes ; adding at the fame time an unifurn vo- 
lume of the Literary Correfpondence of feveral emi- 
nent Mathematicians, under the title, •* Mifcella- 
nea Mathematica," which is commonly confidered 
as a fixth volume of the preceeding work. Dr. 
Hutton has fince publilhed. Tables of the Pro- ■ 
dufts and Powers of Numbers, in folio; Mathe- 
matical Tables of Logarithms, &c. in a large oc- 
tavo volume ; a complete Treatife on Praftical 
Arithmetic and Book Keeping, for the Life of 
Schools ; A Key to the preceeding Treatife ; the 
Compendious Meafurer ; a quarto volume of Ma- 
thematical and Philofophical Trafts ; a Treatife on 
Menfuration both in Theory and Practice, in a 
large oQavo volume j Elements of Conic Seftions, 
in one volume, oftavo; and a Mathematical and 
Philofophical Dictionary, in two volumes, quarto, 
which was publilhed in 1795, in half volumes, at 
intervals of three months. The laft of thefe works 
is the moft comprehenfive of the kind in our lan- 
guage ; but, riiough of confiderable utility, does not 
every where difplay thatmafterly execution w^hich 
might have been expe6tcd from the care and at- 
.tention of fo diftinguiihed a writer. Indeed the 
comtemplator of literary produftions in thefe days, 
will frequently have caufe to regret the proftitution 
of the bed abilities and deepeft knowledge to the 
empiricifm of book-making ^ and we cannot help 

remarking 
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remarking that the imputation appears not uu-. 
plaufible on the prefent occafion. 

HUTTON, WILLIAM, F.A.S.S. 

A native of Derby, and long re^dent at Bir- 
mingham, where his houfe and property were de- 
ftroyed in the Riots of that place. He took' up 
the pen late in life. His firft publication was " Aa. 
Hiftory of Birmingham, to the End of the Year 
1780," in an o£lavo volume, publiftied in 1782. In- 
1786, he publiilied " A Journey frojna Birming-. 
ham to London," in a duodecimo volume, which 
gained him no credit ; and in the year following^ 
'^ The Court of Requefts : wherein is defcribed its 
Nature, Utility, and Powers," in an oftavo volume^ 
in which he is a ftrenuous advocate for the Courts. 
In 1788, Mr. Hutton wrote a defcription of *5 The 
Battle of Bofworth Field/' its Confequences, &c* 
in an o£lavo volume, an undertaking to which his 
ftrength was certainly inadequate. He has fince that 
time written " ADiffertation on Juries," in an octavo. 
pamphlet ^ 'f The Barbers ; or, the Road to Riches," 
a moft ridiculous attempt at doggerel, and, after 
appearing as the hiftoriographer of the town ef 
his refidence, he performed the fame literary office 
to the town of his nativity, by publifhing, in 1791, 
*^ The Hiftory of Derby," in an o6tavo volume. 
The fame goffiping manner, feemingly peculiar to 

Mr. 
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Mr. Hutton, is the diftinguifliing feature of both 
his Hiftories. In the latter he laments that he 
"was bom at Derby, on account of the hardfhips he 
fuflFered in his youth at the Silk Mills, &c. of that 
place ! ! 

BUTTON, JAMES, ESQ. M.D. F.R.S.E- 

This gentleman publifhed, in 1777, a pamphlet, 
entitled, " Confiderations on the Nature, Quality, 
and Diftin£lions of Coal and Culm." In the firft 
volume of the Philofophical Tranfa£lions of the 
Royal Society of Edinburgh, he publiflied a Paper 
on the Theory of the Earth, which gave occafion 
to four Letters addrefled to him by M. de Luc, and 
publifhed in the Monthly Review, in 1790 and 
1791. In the year 1792, " Dr. Hutton publifhed 
" Differtations on different Subjefts in Natural 
Philofophy," in a quarto volume. He has alfo 
written a Diflertation on Light, Heat, and Fire, in 
an oftavo volume ; Principles of Knowledge, in 
three volumes, quarto ; and his Theory of the 
Earth, in two o£lavo volumes.

t ORMER LY an Attorney in Dublin, and a Dra* 
matic Writer of refpeftability. He is the author 
of two Farces, viz. ** All the World's a Stage'' 
and ** The Divorce," both reprefented at Drury 
Lane Theatre. The former was publifhed in 1 777^ 
the latter in 1781. 



JACKSON, WILLIAM* 

A Mufical Compofer of eminence, refiding itt 
the City of Exeter. He publilhed anonymoufly, in 
1783, " Thirty Letters on various Subjefls," ia 
two final] oftavo volumes ; they were reprinted, in 
the year following, in two duodecimo volumes, 
with the author's name ; and in the year 1795, in 
one volume, o£iavo, with confiderable additions. 
Thefe Letters are diftinguifhed by feveral Angular 
Opinions, in matters of tafte and fcience, particu- 
larly by an Eulogium of the genius of Quarles ; 
but upon the whole they are maintained not with- 
out ability. In 1 79 1, Mr. Jackfon publiflaed, " Ob- 
fervations on the Prefent State of Mufic in Lon- 
VoL.

JACKSON, SEQUIN HENRY, M. D- 

Member of the Royal Medical Society of Edin- 
burgh, Phyfician to the Weftminfter General Dif- 
penfar}v and to the Infirmary of St. George's Hano- 
ver Square. The author of Dermato Pathologia^ 
in one volume, o6lavo^ publiflied in 1794, and 
abounding with defeftive arrangement and crude 
ideas. 

JACKSON, ROBERT, M.D. 

The author of an immethodical Treatife on the 
Fevers of Jamaica, in one volume, o£lavo, pub* 
liftied in 1794. 



JAMES, 
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JAMES, CHARLES, ESQ. 

Captain in the Weftem Regiment of Middle- 
fex Militia, This gentleman publiflied, in 1789, 
two oftavo volumes of " Poems," dedicated by , 
permiffion to the Prince of Wales, which poffefs 
confiderable pretenfions to poetical merit. He has 
fince that time written " Hints founded on Fafts,'* 
relative to Military Eftablilhments ; " Suicide re- 
jefted,*' in continuation of one of his Poems ; an 
Extenuation of the Conduct of the French Revolu- 
tionifts, on July 14th, 1789, Auguft loth, and Sep- 
tember 2d, 17925 and" Audi Alteram Partem,'* 
all pamphlets. 

JAMIESON, REV, JOHN, D. D. F.A.S.S. 

Minifter of the Gofpel, Forfar. This gentle- 
man publiflied, in 1789, " The Sorrows of Sla- 
very," a poem, in a duodecimo volume. He has, 
fince that time, written a duodecimo volume, en^- 
titled, " An Alarm to Britain ;" and "A Vindica- 
tion of the Doftrine of Scripture, and of the Pri- 
mitive Faith concerning the Deity of Chrift;" in 
reply to Dr. Prieftley's Hiftory of Early Opinions, 
&c. in two oftavo volumes, for which he merits 
the higheft praife, on account of the induftry, in-

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genuity, and zeal for the purity of the Chriftiam 
Faith, which it difcovers him to poffefs. 



JARDINE, ALEXANDER, ESQ^ 

Major of the Artillery, and author of a collec* 
tion of agrcable, fenfible, and manly " Letters 
from Barbary, France, Sp^dn, Portugal, &c. in two 
oftavo volumes, publiftiedin 1788, and republifhed 
in 1 794. Since the firft publication of thefe Let- 
ters, this gentleman became Conful for Galicia^ 
In his voyage to Spain, with his family, he was 
taken by the French, but w as recaptured and con-^ 
ducted in fafety to Corunna. 



JAY,. REV, WILLIAM. 

A Diflenting Minifter of Bath, and author of 
feveral fingle Sermons, particularly one preached in 
behalf of the Miflionary Society, and another, oc- 
calioned by the Death of the Rev. Mr. Tuppen. 



JEFFERSON, THOMAS, ESQ. 

Secretary of State to the United States of Ame- 
rica. This gentleman w^as one of the Candidates 
for the high office of Prciident of the United 

States 
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States of America, when the Hon. John Adams 
proved fuccefsful. He publiftied in 1787, " Notes 
on the State of Virginia," in an oftavo volume, 
Thefe ingenious Notes were anfwers to queries; 
formerly propofed to him by a Foreigner of diftinc- 
tion, refiding in Virginia, and comprehend a natu- 
ral and political Hiftory of that State. Authentic 
Copies of the Correfpondence between Mr. Jef- 
ferfon and George Hammond, Efq. Minifter Pleni- 
potentiary of Great Britain, on the Non-Execution 
of exifting Treaties, &c. were publiflied in an oc- 
tavo volume, in 1794. 



JEFFERSON, REV. JOSEPH. 

A Diffenting Minifter of Bafingftoke. He has 
written a pleafing Poem, on the Ruins of a Monaf- 
tery, in the vicinity of t^iat place, with an annexed

JENKINSON, CHARLES, EARL OF 

LIVERPOOL, LORD- HAWKES- 

BURY, &c. &c. 

This Nobleman, from being the Son of a pri- 
vate Clergyman in Oxfordfhire, has raifed himfelf, 
by his abilities, to his prefent high fituation. His 
early profpefts were by no means flattering. Hav- 
ing left the Univerfity, he was for fome time a 
writer in the political department of the Monthly 
Review. It it faid that about this time, his Lord- 
Ihip produced a Ballad upon the Subject of the ce- 
lebrated Oxfordfliire Eleftion, on the Marlborough 
Side, which procured him an introduftion to Blen- 
heim Houfe. He firft appeared in public life under 
the aufpices of the Earl of Bute and the late Earl 
of Guildford, and was private Secretary to the for- 
mer, in his capacity of firft Lord of the Treafury. 
By reguiar progreffion he rofe through the inferior 
offices of the State, till in the year 1778, he was 
appointed Secretary at War. His Lordfhip piir- 
chafed, of the Right Hon. Charles James Fox, the 
patent place of Clerk of the Pells in Ireland, and 
is now Chancellor of the Duchy and Co. Palatine 
of Lancafter, Prefident of the Lords of the Com- 
mittee 
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tntttee of Council of Trade and Plantations, and 
Cdlleftor of the Cuftoms, inward, in the Port of 
London. Of his Lordfliip's literary produftions, 
the firft was "A Difcourfe on the Eftabliftimerit 
iof a National and Conftitutional Force in Engand," 
vrhich appeared in 1756. He next wrote a learn- 
ed and ingenious ** Difcourfe on the Conduft of 
the Government of Great Britain, in refpeft to 
Neutral Nations, during the prefent War/' which 
appeared in 1758. In 1785, he publifhed a Col- 
le£tion of all the Treaties of Peace, Alliance, and 
Commerce, between Great Britain and other Pow- 
ers, from the Treaty figned at Munfter, in 1648, 
to the Treaties figned at Paris, in 1783 ; in three 
oQravo volumes, to which he prefixed the latter 
of the above Difcourfes, 



JEPHSON, ROBERT, ESQ 

An Officer in the Irifli Army, and formerly a 
Member of the Parliament of that Kingdom. 
This gentleman has been celebrated for his convi- 
vial powers, and his felicity in the ludicrous in 
compofition. He is faid to have contributed to a 
periodical publication, which appeared in Dublin, 
during the adminiftration of Marquis Townfhend, 
entitled, " The Batchelor.'* He became firft 
known as an author in this country in the dramatic 
tine of compofition ^ but the near refeiiiblance of

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fome of his Plots to thofe of Plays of eftablifhed 
chara£ler and frequent repetition, hindered him from 
rifing in it to any confpicuous eminence. Braganza, 
a tragedy, his firft piece, was acted for a fea- 
fon with iiiccefs at Drury Lane, and printed in 
1773 > ^^^ ^^^ P'^^ ^^^ thought to refemble " Ve* 
nice prefer\'ed" too nearly, in fome parts. Pre- 
vioufly to its appearance, it had been highly ap- 
plauded by fome of the Literati in London, and 
fpoken of as the beft Tragedy which had beea 
written (ince the days of Shakfpeare. The Law of 
Lombardy, a tragedy, with a fimilar relation to 
" Much ado about Nothing," was a£led nine 
nights at Drury Lane Theatre, and then laid afide. 
It was pinted in 1779. Mr. Jephfon has, fince 
that time, produced, the Count of Narbonne, a 
tragedy, very well received ; the Campaign ; or. 
Love in the Eaft Indies, an opera ; Julia 3 or, the 
Italian Lover, a tragedy ; whofe language and 
fentiments are elevated and often fublime ; Two 
Strings to your Bow, a farce ; and the Confpiracy. 
In 1794, Mr. Jephfon publilhed two duodecimo 
volumes, entitled, " The Confeffions of James 
Baptlftc Couteau, Citizen of France, written by 
himfelf: and tranflatcd from the original French," 
This is a fevere Satire of his own, upon the depra- 
vity of the French nation, but at the fame time a 
very rcprehenfible performance, on many accounts. 
In the fame year, Mr. Jephfon produced, " Ro- 
man Portraits," a pocm^ in heroic verfe 3 with hif- 

toricaji 
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lorical Remarks and lUuftrations, in one volume, 
quarto. The idea of this performance was derived 
from Mr. Hayley's Hiftory of Hiftorians, in verfe ; 
and the manner m which he has executed it dif- 
covers him to be a Poet of no mean rank, while it 
leaves us unfati^fied as to the excellence of his tafte. 



JERNINGHAM, EDWARD, ESQ. 

This gentleman is , defcended from an an- 
cient family in Norfolk, and is brother to Sir 
William Jerningham, Bart, of Coffey-Hall. He 
received his early education at the Englilh College 
at Douay, completed his ftudies at Paris, and re- 
turned to England in 1762. His firft attempt in 
JPoetry was an Imitation of Gray's Elegy, in a 
poem called the Nunnery. He foom afterward 
wrote " The Magdalens," at the time of the efta- 
blifliment of the Magdalen Charity, and it is faid 
that that little Elegy was of fervice to the Inftitu* ' 
tion. Mr. Jerningham was fortunate in an early 
introduftion to Lady Hervey, Mother to the Earl 
of Briftol, on whofe lift of acquintance were 
the names of Chefterfield, Lyttleton, Melcombe, 
Marchmont, Mansfield, Bolingbroke, &c. His fub^ 
fequent poems, which have met with many admir- 
ers, after frequent republication were collefted in 
two o6lavo volumes, in 1786 ; a third volume was 
coJle6ted and added in 1794. He is a favourite 

with 
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with the mournful Mufe, and it has been obferved 
that an indifcribable fomething pervades his poetns^ 
which fooths, conciliates, and affefts. Among thefe 
the Elegy, entitled ^* The Nun" has obtained more 
celebrity than the ' reft. Several of the leffer onel 
have been fet to mufic. Mr, Jerningham's firlt 
dramatic production was an hiftorical Interlude, en- 
titled, " Margaret of Anjou," reprefented at Dm- 
ry Lane in 1777, for the benefit of Mifs Younge 
and never printed. In 1794, he publiibed " The 
Siege of Berwick," a tragedy, in four afts, as per^ 
formed at Covent Garden; which was thought an / 
linfinifhed performance, and to which he afterward 
added a fifth aft. In the year following he pub-* 
liflied " The Welch Heirefs," a comedy ; and, in 
J 796, " Peace, Ignominy, and Deftruftion," a 
Poem, infcribed to the Right Hon, Charles James 
Fox. 

JERVIS, REV. THOMAS. 

. A Diflenting Minifter, late Preceptor to LorcJ 
Wycombe, and Succeflbr to Dr. Kjppis. He has 
publiflied feveral fingle Sermons, and affifted in 
collecting a volume of Unitarian Hymns, now 
wfed among the Prelbytcrians. 



IMLAY, 
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IMLAY, GEORGE, ESQ. 

Captain in the American Army during the 
War, and CommifTioner for laying out Lands m the 
back Settiements. This gentleman publifhed, in 
1792, " A Topographical Defcription of the Wet 
tern Territory of North America," in one volume, 
oftavo ; which was favourably received, and difco- 
vers a very intimate knowledge of the interior 
parts of North America. It was reprinted three 
years afterward with confiderable additions. He 
has alfo written " The Emigrants," a novel, which 
is a delineation of Englilh Manners drawn from 
real charafters. It was written in America and 
p]ubli(hed in London, in 1793, in three duode* 
cimo*^volumes. 



IMPEY, JOHN, ESQ. 

Of the Inner Temple. This gentleman is au** 
thor of '^ The new Inftruftor Clericalis," for the 
Courts of King's Bench and Common Pleas, each 
in one volume, octavo ; Law Books which have 
been very favourably received. The former wa& 
firft publiftied in 1782, and both have reached feve* 
ral editions. He is alfo the author of a ufeful 
compilajtion, entitled, '' Office of Sheriff," pub* 

lifhed 
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IKhed in 1786, in one volume, o£lavo; and " The 
Modem Pleader," in one volume, o£tavo, pub- 
liflied in 1794, which carries ftrong fymptoms of 
took making. 

INCHBALD, MRS. ELIZABETH. 

This lady is the daughter of a Mr. Simpfon, 
formerly a Farmer near Bury St. Edmunds. He 
died during the infancy of his child, and (he early 
difcovered a propenfity to the Stage. Her firft 
application, with this view, was to Mr. Griffith, 
formerly Manager of the Norwich Company ; who 
diffuaded her from engaging herfelf with him, on 
account of an impediment which fhc had in her 
^eech. She, however, afterward performed at 
Edinburgh, and married Mr. Inchbald a fubaltera 
after at Drury Lane, with whom (he a£ted for 
fome time in England and Scotland. In the year 

1779, flie became a widow, and obtaining an en- 
gagement in the following year at Covent Garden, 
ihe made her firft appearance on the 3d of Oftober, 

1780, in the charafter of Bellaris, in Philafter. As 
an Aftrefs, Mrs. Inchbald acquired no very diftin- 
guifhed ihare of public favour ; but by her pen, 
which flie began to handle about this time, (he 
has raifed herfelf to a rcfpeSable rank in the li- 
terary world, in the lines of dramatic Compofi- 
tion and NoVs^I-vvriting, Her firft attempt was a 

Farce 
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Farce on the fubjedt of Madan's Thelypthora, 
which was rejefted by the Manager of Covent Gar- 
den Tlieatre. Upon a difagreement with that Ma-t 
nager flie went to Dublin in 1782, but returned the 
next year and continued to a6l at Covent Garden and 
the Haymarket Theatres, till ftie quitted the Stage, 
about 1790. Her farce, entitled, " The Mogul 
Tale," on the fubje£t of the then fafliionable Rage 
for Aeroftation, was produced in 1784 at the Hay- 
market, and fo favourably received that Mr. Col- 
man was induce^ to read her comedy, " I'll tell 
you what,*' which ftie had offered him, and to ac- 
cept it. It is a ftrange mixture of tragfedy and 
comedy, but of a tout enjemhle not uninterefting, and 
certainly one of her beft produftions. It was 
brought out at the Haymarket, in 1785, and fa- 
vourably received ; as was, in the fame year, at 
Covent Garden, *^ Appearance is againft them," a 
farce. " The Widow's Vow," a farce, from the 
French of M. Patrat, was brought out at the Hay- 
maket the year following. In 1787, Mrs. Inch- 
bald again prefented the Theatre with a comedy 
and a farce, the former entitled, " Such Things 
are," introduced the philanthropic Howard on the 
ftage, under the character of Hafwell, and had 
a great run at Covent Garden ; the latter, entitled, 
•^ The Midnight Hour," is a tranflation from the 
French of Dumaniant, and was likewife applauded 
at that Theatre. In the following year flie pro- 
duced " The Child of Nature," a comedy, which 

was 
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'was favourably received ; and (he has fince fujV 
plied the Stage with ** The Married Man/* a co- 
medy ; ** Next .Door Neighbours/* a comedy 5 
**• Every One has his Fault/' a comedy ; " The 
Wedding Day," a comedy, in two afts ; and 
** Wives as they were and Maids as they are," a 
comedy. Upon a general view of thefe, her dra- 
matic Writings, it feems juft to remark, that their 
moral tendency has always been excellent, and, 
that in one or two inftances, Mrs. Inchbald has 
rifen confiderably above mediocrity ; but that for 
the raoft part there is a fpecies of dull, phlegmatic 
infipidity in their conformation, which is apt to 
confine them too nearly to that region. She intro- 
duced herfelf to the public as a Novel Writer, hi 
the year 1791, by publiftiing " A Simple Story," 
in four duodecimo volumes; and, in 1796, (lie 
produced " Nature and Art." in two crown oc- 
tavo volumes. Both of thefe performances have 
been favourably received, and have juftly obtained 
her a refpeQable eftimation in this line of com- 
pofition alfo. 

INGRAM, REV. ROBERT ACKLOM.

lional fingle Sermons, a Pamphlet relative to the 
Introduftion of Theological Studies in the Univer- 
fity, and a Political Pamphlet on the Subjefl: of the 
Poor ; all of them excellent performances ixi 
their feveral kinds. 



INWOOD, REV. JETHRO. 

Curate of Deptford, in Kent, and a Free Ma- 
fon. He has publiflied feveral Mafonic Sermons, 
preached before the Craft.. 



JODRELL, SIR RICHARD PAUL, 
KNT. M.D. F.R.A.S. 

Formerly Phyfician Extraordinary to his Excel- 
lency the Nabob of Areot. This gentleman, as a 
writer, was firft known in the dramatic line. His 
firft piece, ** Widow or no Widow," a comedy, 

* was 
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was brought out at the Haymarket, in 1779. Itt 
1 781, he publifhed the two firft volumes (in o£tavo ) 
of his " Illuftrations of Euripides," to which he 
has fince added another volume. They difplay 
cxtenfive reading and confiderable critical ability. 
He has alfo written, " Seeing is Believing," a 
dramatic proverb, afted at the Haymarket, in 
1 783 ; " The JCnight and Friars," an hiftoric tale 
from Haywood's Tvyaixiiov publiflied in quarto, 
in 1785 ; " The Perfian Heroine," a tragedy, 
publiflied in 1786, and which had been rejefted 
with illiberality by the managers of Drury Lane ; 
and " Sele£l Dramatic Pieces," fome of which 
had been afted at provincial Theatres, others 
written for private performance and country 
amufement, publiflied in 1787, in one volume 
oftavo. 

JOHNSON, ROBERT WALLACE, 
ESQ. M.D. 

A Phyfician of confiderable refpeftability at 
Brentford. He publiflied in 1769, a ufeful'fyfl:em 
of Midwifery, in one volume, quarto, which was 
favourably received and faw a fecond edition, in 
17S6. He has alfo written, " Friendly Cautions 
to the Heads of Families," for the prefervation of 
health and long life, in a duodecimo volume ; which 
is well known and is extremely ufeful ; and Re- 
marks on Religious Opinions and their Effeft, in 

a duode* 
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a duodecimo volume, publiftied in 1 796. Dr. John- 
fon's Merit as an author is, however, greatly ,ex* 
ceeded by his merit as a man. 

JOHNSON, REV. BRYCE, D.D. 

Minifter of the Gofpel at Holywood, and au- 
thor of " A Commentary on the Revelation of St. 
John," in two volumes, oftavo, publiftied in 1794. 
It was firft exhibited in a courfe of Leftures to the 
Inhabitants of the parifti in which he refides, and 
difplays confiderable attention and ingenuity. 

JOHNSTONE, REV. JAMES. 

This gentleman publiftied, in 1780, " Anec- 
dotes of Olave the Black, King of Man, and the 
Hebridian Princes of the Somerled Family." He 
was then Chaplain to his Britannic Majefty's En- 
voy Extraordinary at the Court of Denmark, and 
afterward became Reftor of Maghera Crofs. In 
1786, he publiftied the Norwegian Account of 
Haco's Expedition againfl: Scotland, A.D. 1263, 
with a literal Englifti Verfion and Notes, in an 
oftavo volume ; Antiquitates Celfo-Normamic^e^ con- 
taining the Chronicle of Man and the Ifles, com^- 
pkie, from the original MS in the Britifti Mufeum, 
with an Englifti Tranflation and Notes, in a quarto 
Vol. L X volume 5 
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volume ; and Antiquitates Celto-S candies y in a quar* 
to volume. 



JOHNSTONE, JAMES, ESQ, M,D. 

Phyfician in Worceftcr. This gentleman, in 
affociation witli Mr. John Johnftone, Phyfician of 
Birmingham, publiflied in 1795, an o6tavo volume 
entitled, " Medical Effays and Obfervations, with 
Difquifitions relating to the Nervous Syftem," (ome 
of the ingenious treatifes, in which had appeared 
before, feparately, and in the Philofophical TranC- 
adlious, 

JONES, REV. THOMAS, A.M. 

Fellow, and head Tutor of Trinity College,. 
Cambridge ; and, though a gentleman of the 
greateft knowledge, he is moft diftinguiflied for hi» 
manly virtue, and his uniform integrity of life. He 
has now for many years filled the duties of a conlpt- 
cuous ftation, to which his merits raifed him, with 
dignity, energy, and propriety, and has been abfey 
in the midft of difficulties, to conciliate the refpefil 
and efteem of every individual. We believe, that,^ 
owing to his numerous avocations, the public are 
not in poffeffion of any of his literary produ£tionSy 
except a Sermon upon Duelling, preached before 
the Univerlity, on the nth of December, 1791. 

Thift 
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This difcourfe, occafioried by a mod melancholy 
circumftance, drew together one of the largeft 
congregations of Students ever feen at St. Mary's 
Church, to hear the fentiments of a man, univer* 
fally venerated, on a fubje6t which had afFefted the 
minds of many. Let us add that Mr. Jones is, not 
only, acharafter of Angular diftinftion and eftima- 
tion in the Univerfity of which he is a member, 
but an ornament to human nature and fociety at 
large. 

JONES, REV. R. 

A Diffenting Minifter of Peckham, in Surry, of 
very refpeftable abilities. He has written " Friend- 
ihip with God," an effay on its nature, excellence, 
and importance ; two Funeral Sermons ; " The 
Influence of Religion upon Human Happinefs," a 
charity fermon ; *' The final Appearing of Jefus 
€hrift," a fermon ; a Faft Sermon ; and a Sermon 
on the Revolution, 1788.

Of Nayland, in SuflFolk. This gentleman has

JONES, EDWARD, T. 

An Accomptant at Briftol. He publiihed, m 
1796, a new Syftem of Book-keeping, to which 
many of the principal Merchants in the City of 
London, with a delire to promote improvement in 
their counting-houfe fyftems, and with a liber- 
ality which does them the utmoft credit, fubfcribed 
their guinea on the firft intimation of the defign. 
.Upon its appearance the public were much difap- 
pointed, it was affailed at the prefs by feveral 
pamphlets, vindicating^ the Italian Method; and 
Mr. Jones's labours, after clearing him (it is faid) 
four thoufand guineas, have been configned to re- 
pofe and obfcurity, together, with many a new 
fangled theory, which has neither been conceived 
with judgement, nor had utility for its objeft. 

JONES, EDWARD, ESQ.

He has 
publiflied a fmall Pocket Biographical Diftionary, 
which is peculiarly copious and extenfive for its 
fize, and has been well received. He has alfo 
publiflied an Abridgement of the Hiftory of Poland, 
and a fmall Diftionary of the Englifli Language. 



IRELAND, REV. JOHN, A.M. 

Vicar of Croydon, in Surry, and long the inti- 
mate Friend of William GifFord, Efq. the cele- 
brated author of the Baviad and Maeviad. He 
publiflied in 1796, five mofl: excellent Difcourfes, 
containing certain Arguments, for, and againft the 
reception of Chrifl:ianity, by the ancient Jews and 
Greeks, in an oftavo volume. Independently of 
his own merit, he is likely to be long remembered 
in the literary world, by an elegant imitation of an 
Ode of Horace, addrefled to him by Mr. GiifFord, 
and printed among the Notes to the Majviad, as 
well as by an Invocation to him at the end of that 
excellent poem. 

X « IRE- 
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IRELAND, JOHN. 

Formerly a Watchmaker in Maiden Lane. His 
firft publication was " The Emigrant," a poem, in 
quarto, publiflied in 1785, for the inferiority of 
i^'hich he pleaded youth. In 1 786, he 191^/^ all oc^ 
tavo volume, entitled, " Letters and Poems, by the 
late Mr. John Henderfon ( Comedian) with Anec- 
dotes of his Life." He has, fince that time, jnib* 
lUhed, " Ho|;arth illuftrated," in two volumes, royal 
oftavo, which is a valuable work, notvdthftanding 
the puerilities which difgrace it. 



IRELAND, SAMUEL. 

One of our greateft, and, for a time, one of our 
uioft fiiccefsful literary fpeculators in this age of 
fine printing, and curiofity after pi<5lurefque deli- 
neation. At the fame time, we may add, that he 
is one of the leaft qualified by education or his 
powers of compofition, to acquit himfelf with pro- 
{)ricty upon thefe occafions. His firft publication 
was *< A Pifture(que Tour through Holland, Bra- 
|)aal: and Part of France ;** made in the Autunm of 
1789, and publiftied the year following, in two 
volumes oQiavo. In 1792, he publifhed " Pij6l,u- 
refque Views on the River Thames,'* Jji two Q£hivo 
volumes 5 and in the year following, " Pifturefque 

Views, 
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Views on the River Medway/' in an oftavo vo- 
lume. The Copper Plates, in Aqua-tinta, accom- 
panying thefe volumes, are executed v^ith confide^ 
rable beauty, and have fccured them a favourable 
reception. In 1794, Mr. Ireland publiflled ** Gra- 
phic Illuftrations of Hogarth/' from pictures, drayr* 
ings, and fcarce prints in his poffeffion, in an o£ta« 
vo volume. By a moft fliameful Deception, which 
was fuccefsfuUy put upon him by his own Son-, 
Mr. Ireland became, in the year 1796, the oftcnfiblc 
perpetrator of one of the grolTell literary Forgeries 
upon the.public^ which the Hiftory of Letters can 
produce, and for. an account of which, we refer 
the Reader to the next article. In confequehce of 
this he publifhed, in that year, " Mifcellaneous 
Papers and legal Inftruments, under the Hand and 
Seal of William Shakfpeare : including the Tra- 
gedy of King Lear, and a fmall Fragment of Ham- 
iet, from the original M§SJn. thq PoffeiSi^a of Sa* 
muel Ireland,". ip':i|nperial folio ;"aad, fom^ tiniQ 
afterward ( wh^ th? forgery was proved ) " Mr. 
Ireland's Vindicatiom q( his Condu£t, refpefting 
the Publication, of the fuppofed Shakfpeare MSS, 
being a Preface or IntSpdu£lion to a Reply to the 
Critical Labours of Mr;- Malone, &c.'* an o£bvo 
pamphlets and ^ An Inveftigation of Mr. Malone's 
Claim to the Chara6ter of Scholar or Critic,'* an 
c£l:avo pamphlet. The latter of thefe performances, 
in point of literary merit is peiliaps the beft which 
iU peji has produced.

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IRELAND, SAMUEL WILLIAM HENRY. 

This literary Sharper may boaft of having at- 
trafted, fome time ago, by his delinquencies m the 
Coaimonwealth of Letters, as much attention^ as 
frequently falls to the lot of its moft meritorious 
members. But, while the impreffions remaining 
from the fevices of the latter are thofe of gratitude 
arid veneration, his machinations have annexed 
contempt and infamy to his name ; and while fa 
much good tafte remains among men as to promife 
that the works of Shakfpeare fhall never die, he 
may comfort himfelf in the profpeft of a deteftable 
immortality. The idea of forging the Shakfperian 
Manufcripts feems to have been created in the 
mind of this literary Culprit, ( then not nineteen 
years of age ), by Mr. Stevens' Edition of Shak- 
fpeare. He had heard, perhaps, the names of Chat- 
terton and Rowley, without the capability of duly 
conceiving the merits of the memorable circum- 
ftance connefted with thofe names ; and he thought 
that if he could imitate the Signatures of Shak- 
fpeare, exhibited in Mr. Stevens' Edition, he might 
enrich his own pocket, and make excellent fport at 
the expence of our great Bard, and fome credulous 
Antiquarians. By the mean of a book, publifhed 
in Queen Elizabeth's reign, he tried his (kill at 
imitating the manner of writing of thofe days> and 

it 
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k Teems, by his own confeffion, that he was allowed 
to be dexterous in thefe dangerous devices. His 
defign on Shakfpeare feemed remarkably well timed^ 
as he had heard that a gentleman at Clapton 
Houfe had difcovered fome MSS with Shakfpeare's 
fignature, and had juft burned a large baiket full 
of them. He went to work immediately with 
peculiar ingenuity and art, and when his projeS 
was ripe for execution, he came to his father with 
a tale, that " a grand difcoveiy had been acci* 
dentally made at the houfe of a gentleman of confix 
derable property. That, among a quantity of family 
papers, the contrails between Shakfpeare, Lowine, 
and Condell, and the leafe granted by him and 
Hemynge to Michael Frafer had been found. 
That, foon afterward, the Deed of gift to William 
Henry Ireland ( defcribed as the friend of Shak- 
fpeare, in confequence of having faved his life on 
the Thames, when in extreme danger of being 
drowned), and alfo the Deed of truft to John 
Hemynge had been difcovered. That, in purfuing 
his fearch, he had been fo fortunate as to find 
fome Deeds eftablilhing, beyond all controverfy, 
the title of this gentleman to a confiderable pro- 
perty ; Deeds of which the gentleman was as igno- 
rant as of his having in his poffeflion any of the 
MSS of Shakfpeare. That in return for this fervice, 
in addition to the remarkable circumftance of the 
young man bearing the fame name and arms, with 
the perfon who faved Shakfpeare's life, the gentle- 
man 
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man had promi&d him erery thing relative to the 
ibbjeci» whidi had been, or ihould be found, ei« 
thcr in town or at his houfe in the country. And^ 
that, at this houle the principal part of the papers, 
together, with a great variety of Books, containing 
his MS Notes, and three MS Plays, with part of a 
fourth, had been dificovcred." Upon this he pro- 
duced the MSS which he had forged, correfpond- 
ing with diis account, and the Father became firft 
the Dupe of his Son's Artifice, and afterward the 
inftramcnt of putting hk vile impolitions upon the 
public at large. The feveral MSS, among which 
was the tragedy of Vortigem, were exhibited by 
Mr; Ireland, Sen. at his houfe in Norfolk Street* 
The puUic mind became a good deal interefted, and 
many of the principal Literati, among whom were 
Dr. Parr and Dr. Warton, as well as a numerous fet 
of gentlemen of liberal education, coming with cha- 
ritable minds, not excited to fufpicion, faw plaufible 
^marks cf authenticity and believed. Yet it was na- 
tural to enquire who the gentleman was from whom 
thefe papers had been obtained. To this Mr. Ireland 
anfwered, that, when application was made to the 
original pofleffor, for permiffion to print the Papers, 
it had not been obtained but under the ftrongeft 
hijunflion that his name (hould not appear. In 
the mean time the play of Vortigem was preparing 
for reprefentation at Drury Lane Theatre ; and the 
firft of the publications relative to this fubje£l, men- 
tioned in .the prccceding article, made its appear- 
ance. 
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unce. Meffrs. Malone and Stevens, however, with 
feme few others, from the firft pronounced the 
whole to be a forgery^ and'fcveral Pamphlets iffued 
from the prefs relatire. to the fubjeft. Mr. Malone, 
in particular, wrote a very pointed Epiftie to Lord 
Charlemont, in which he moft forcibly demon- 
ftrated all the MSS to be forgeries ; and the im- 
preflion his Epiftie made on the public mind was a 
leading ftep to the Deteftion of the impofture. 
On the 2d of April, 1796, Vortigern was reprefent* 
ed at Drury Lane to a very numerous and moft re- 
fpeftable audience; and it was requefted, by themeaa 
of a handbill, *^ that the Play might be attended to, 
with that candour which has ever diftinguiflied 
a Britifli audience." It was liftened to for a confi* 
derable time with great attention and liberality ; 
but at length, the cheat that had been praftifed 
upon public credulity became fo beyond queftion 
manifeft, that it was condemned to the fate it me- 
rited 

Tlie eyes of the public now became completely 
opened to the tricks which had been played upon 
them, and a large force was immediately drawn 
up at the prefs, in which Mr. Malone, for his com- 
plete volume of criticifm and mafterly refearch, was 
eminently confpicuous.' . The miferable Father and 
Son were condemned and bufFetted on all fides, 
and were at laft reduced to the neceffity of recon- 
ciling themfelves to the public by every confef- 
fion which it was in tlieir power to make, A fepa* 
r ration 
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ration between them took place. The Son wrote 
a fmall pamphlet, entitled, ", An Authentic Ac- 
count of the Shakfperian Manufcripts,'* &c. in 
which he declared that the machinations were his 
own ; that his Father knew nothing of the matter, 
and was firft duped himfelf and then became his 
inftrument in duping the public. The Father pub- 
liftied the Pamphlet, laft mentioned in the pre- 
ceeding article, and has by many been acquitted 
in the public mind, as a deceived man, and as one 
who feems to have had no defign of impofition. 
No perfon, it feems, had been privy to the cheat 
except Mr. Talbot, of the Dublin Theatre. Thus 
ended this fingular incident, which, whether we 
confider the literary talents which became dupes 
to a tyro and an ignoramus in pafling off his trafli 
as the genuine produSion of a great name ; whe- 
ther we confider the artifice with which the de- 
vice was conceived, or the audacity with which 
it was executed, muft be pronounced one of thQ 
moft remarkable in the Hiftory of Letters, 



IRWIN, EYLES, ESQ. M.R-I.A. 

This gentleman rs a native of Calcutta and was 
for many years an aftive and moft honourable fer- 
vant of the Eaft India Company. His earlier publi- 
cations were St. Thomas' Mount, a poem, Bedukah 
an Indian palloral and ^' Eaftern Eclogues,*' writtea 

during 
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during a Tour through Arabia, Egypt, &c. in 1777. 
He publifhed in 1780, " A Series of Adventures m 
the Courfe of a Voyage up the Red Sea, on the Coafts 
of Arabia, and Egypt," in one volume, quarto. This 
entertaining volume, written in Letters to a Lady, 
was favourably received and has been jeprinted in 
oQavo. Mr. Irwin has alfo publifhed, '^ Occafi- 
onal Epiftles," in verfe, during a Journey from 
London to Bufrah, in the Gulph of Perfia, addreffed 
to W. Hay ley, Efq. publifhed in quarto, in 1784; 
an Ode to Robert Brooke, Efq. occafioned by the 
Death of Hyder Ally, publifhed in quarto, in the 
fame year ; and " The Triumph of Innocence," 
an ode, written in 1796, on the Deliverance of the 
Princefs Royal of France, from the Prifon of th* 
Temple, which is but an indifferent performance.

.ECTOR of Laverton, in the County of Somerfet, 
and Prebendary of Wells. The author of two oc- 
cafional fmgle Sermons, the firfl of which was 
publifhed in 1775, the laft in 1794. He has alfo 
written a ridiculous pamphlet, publifhed in 1790, 
entitled, « An Addrefs of William Bull, Gent, to 

William 
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William Poole, Efq." &c- in which the writer is a 
Jbi di/ant imitator of Swift, and by William Poole 
Is meant William Pitt ; ! ! and " Quotation againft 
Quotation," another curious pamphlet, containing 
curfory Obfcrvations on Dr. Prieftley's Letters 
to the Inhabitants of Birmingham. Upon the 
whole Mr. Keate appears to be a raoft eccentric 
writer. 

KEIR, JAMES, ESQ. F.R.A.S. 

Of the neighbourhood of Birmingham. This 
gentleman publillied, in 1790, the firft Part of a 
Dictionary of Chemiftry, in quarto, which promifed, 
from this fpecimen, to be a valuable work, and 
which we are very forry to fay has not been conti- 
nued. In the year following, he wrote an Account 
of the Life and Writings of Thomas Day, Efq. in • 
an oftavo volume, which is a mafterly piece of 
biography. 



KEITH, REV. GEORGE SKENE. 

Miiiifter of Keith-hall and Kinkell, Aberdcen- 
Ihire. His firft publication w^s a fmgle Sermon on 
the Charadler of Jefus Chrift, which appeared in 
1785. He has, fince that time, publilhed -fome 
Tra£i:s on Weights, Meafures, and Coins, in a 
quarto pamphlet 5 and fome TraSs on the Corn 

Laws 
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Laws of Great Britain. Both of which, particu- 
larly the latter, are valuable performances 



KEMBLE, JOHN- 

A principal Aftor, and late ASinjg Manager^ 
at Drury.Lane Theatre. Mr. Kemble is the bro- 
ther of the celebrated Mrs. Siddons. He fucceded 
Mr. Kitig as afting Manager in 1788, and gave up 
that fituation in 1796. He was originally defigned 
for a Popifti Prieft, was placed at a very early age 
at the Roman Catholic Academy in Staffordfliire, 
and aftferward fent to the Englifh College at 
Douay. On his return to England he joined a 
ftrolling Company, and, having experienced the 
troiJbles of that life, w^as engaged at Dublin, in 
.1782, and performed with great fuccefs. He came 
out at Drury Lane in the chara£ler of Hamlet^ 
and by his merit and application has obtained fo 
much credit, that, upon relinquifhing the place of 
Afting Manager, he demanded, and was not refu- 
fed, the fum of a thoufand guineas, for his fervices 
the following feafon. Mr. Kemble, early in life,^ 
imbibed a love of literature. He publifhed, in 
1780, a thin oftavo volume of Fugitive Pieces, con* 
filling of Odes, Songs, occafional Prologues, fee 
which did not attraflt much attention ; and, befide 
altering feveral dramatic Pieces for the Stage, pro- 
duced, in 1786, ^' The Projefts/' a farce, which 

was 
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was condemned. It is beyond the limits of our 
province to fpeak of Mr. Kemble as an AGtor. 
But upon fo particular an occafion, we may, perhaps, 
be allowed to exprefs our admiration of the juft 
comprehenfion and claffical excellence which his 
reprefentation of Shakfpeare's charafters exhibits : 
and to add, that, notwithftanding a natural imper- 
fection of voice, his Hamlet, his Richard III. and 
his Duke, in Meafure for Meafure, may challenge 
thofe of any Son of Thefpis who has been, is, or, 
probably ever Jhall be. 

KENDALL, WILLIAM, ESQ. 

This gentleman publiflied, in 1791, a Trans- 
lation of the Introduftion, and AnalyiGs to the firft 
two volumes, of the learned Chevalier Filangieri*s 
Work on the Science of Legiflation, with a pro- 
mife of proceeding with the publication of the 
work, if the part then offered to the public exJ 
perienced a favourable reception. An o£tavo vo- 
lume in continuation of this defign was publifhed 
in the year following, fmce which time, owing pro* 
bably to want of encouragement, the plan feems 
to have been laid afide. In 1793, Mr. Kendall 
publiflied a volume of " poems," not deficient in 
merit. 



KENT- 
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KENTISH, RICHARD, ESQ. M.D.F.A.S.E. 

Member of the Royal Medical Society at Edin- 
burgh, Correfpondent Member of the Society of 
Scottifh Antiquaries, &c. This gentleman attracted 
a good deal of notoriety fome years ago, by the 
mortification he experienced upon being rej'efted 
by the College of Phyficians, in Londbnr, and by a 
challenge which he fent in confequence, to a mem- 
ber of that body, principally concerned in his ex- 
amination. He has publifhed fome medical trafts, 
viz. " Experiments and Obfervations on a new 
Species of Bark/' which appeared in 1785 ; an 
Effay on Sea Bathing, in 1787 ; and Advice to 
Gouty Perfons, in, 1789. He alfo publifhed, in

Fellow of Trinity College, Oxford. This gen- 
tleman preached, in 1790, the Sermons at Mr. 
Bampton's Le6ture, and publifhed them the year 
following, in an oftavo volume. Thefc Difcourfes 
hold a very refpeftable diftin£tion among the pro- 
duftions of that inllitution. In 1 7 93 , upon becoming 
a candidate for the Poetry Profefforfliip at Oxford, 
Mr. Kett publifhed a thin oftavo volume of " Ju- 
venile Poems," which likewife do him very great 
credit. 

KINDERSLEY, N. E. ESQ. 

Of the Hon. Eaft India Company's Civil Ser- 
vice on their Madras Eftablilhment. The author 
of a valuable oftavo volume^ publifhed in 1795^ 
entitled, " Specimens of Hindoo Literature," &c. 



KING, EDWARD, ESQ. F.R.A.S. 

This gentleman was formerly Prefident of the 
Society of Antiquaries, and, although a writer of 
confiderable eccentricitv, we believe him to be a 
nioft pious and well-meaning chara£ler. His firft 
publication was " Obfervations on Ancient Caftles," 

read 
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read at the Society of Antiquaries, and publiflied 
in a quarto pamplet, in 1777. In 1788, he pro- 
duced a quarto volume, entitled, " Morlels of Criti- 
cifm, tending to illuftrate feme few Paffages in the 
Holy Sciptures, upon Philofophical Principles, and 
an enlarged View of Things." This work, after a 
{>eaceful flumber of fome length, has been as it 
were revived in the literary world, by a late in- 
genious writer,* who has held up to notice fome 
very ftriking paffages of it, almoft foretelling, it 
fliould feem, the commotions which Europe has 
fuffered fince its publication. Yet, when we add 
that the fame work undertakes to prove, ' That 
John the Baptift was an Angel from Heaven, the 
fame who had formerly appeared in the perfon of 
Elijah ; that there will be a fecond perfonal reign 
of Jefus Chrift upon Earth ; that this Globe is a 
kind of Comet, which is continually tending to- 
ward the Sun, and will at length approach fo near, 
zs to be ignited by the aftion of the folar rays, 
upon the elementary fluid of fire ; and that the 
place of punifhment allotted for wicked men is the 
center of the Earth, which is the bottomlejs Pit,' can 
we any longer addrefs the writer in the words of the 
eloquent Father, Ayflpw^rc t» 0f» &c Pf In 1 793, 
Mr. King publiflied a pamphlet, entitled, " Confi- 
derations on the Utility of the National Debt, and

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on the prefent alarming Crifis," which holds forth 
a very pernicious doftrine, and which was ably 
anfwered by a Mr. Acland. His remaining publi- 
cations are, " Veftiges of Oxford Caftle ; or, a 
fmall Fragment of a Work, intended to be pub- 
lifhed fpcedily, on the Hiftory of Ancient Caftles, 
and on the Progrefs of Architefturc," in a thin 
folio volume, publilhed in 1796; and " Remarks 
concerning Stones, faid to have fallen from the 
Clouds, both in thefc Days and in ancient Times/ 
publifhed in a quarto pamphlet the fame year. 
Upon the whole, however ( according to his own 
boafting ) Mr. King's habit of intent thinking 
may have caufed him to view many things in a 
light fomewhat diflferent from popular apprehen- 
iions and prejudices ; however long and clofe an at- 
tention he may for many years have bellowed in the 
purfuit of philofophical enquiries, in the inveftiga- 
tion of the' moft ferious fubje£ts, and in fearching 
out the progrefs of arts and improvements in fuc- 
ceffive ages, we cannot fay that his writings ever 
appeared to us, to befpeak talents calculated to 
extend the boundaries of fcicnce and of arts, or that 
fircngth of judgement and comprehenfion of mind 
which can refle£l new light and beauty on truths 
already obtained. 



KING, 
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JK:ING> THOMAS. 

The oldeft ASor, and one of the moft valuable on- 
out Stage. He is . of a refpeftable family and was 
articled to an attorney, but deferted the profeffiou 
to accompany Shuter and join a drolling company. 
His fame firft rofe at Bath, from whence he re- 
moved to Drury Lane, and at length became A£t- 
ing Manager of that Theatre. In 1788, he was 
obliged to quit that fituation, owing, it was (aid, to 
certain loffes at play, but he was foon afterward 
re-engaged as an Aftor. Mr. King has written, 
*' Love at Firft Sight," a ballad farce, a6led at 
Drury Lane, in 1765 ; and *' Wit's laft Stake," a 
farce, brought out at the fame Theatre, four years 
afterward. He is, however, of far greater diftinc- 
tion as an Afitor than as a writer. His Lord 
Ogle'by and Sir Peter Teazle are inimitable perfor 
mances. 

KINGSBURY, REV. WILLIAM. 

A Diffenting Minifter of Southampton. Ke 
publiftied, in 1778, a Sermon on the Death of Mr. 
Robert Seally, with fome account of the deceafcd* 
for the benefit of the Widow ; in 1789, a Sermon 
on the King's Recovery ; and in the feme year, a 
Sermon on the Death of Mrs. Mounflier. He has

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lately engaged in a controverfy with Dr. Mant, 
Reftor of AH Saints, Southampton, on the propri- 
ety of extempore prayers to the Deity, and has 
publiflied a little duodecimo volume, entitled, 
** The Manner in which the Proteftant Diffenters 
perform Prayer in Public Worfliip, reprefented 
and vindicated.'' 



KINGSBURY, BENJAMIN. 

Formerly a Diffenting Minifter, but at prefent 
a Perfumer in Fleet Street. He publiflied, in 
1 79 1, " Prayers for the Ufe of Families," an ex- 
cellent little manual of devotion ; and, dianging his 
line of authorfliip with that of his profelEon, he has 
lately produced a Treatife upon Razors ! ! 



KIPLING, REV. THOMAS, D.D. 

Of St. John's College, Cambridge, and Deputy 
Regius Profeflbr of Divinity in the Univerfity. He 
publiflied, ill 1 778, a thin quarto volume, containing, 
the Elementary Parts of Dr. Smithes complete Syf- 
tem of Optics, chiefly with a view to the ufe of his 
own Univerfity, and on Account of the fcarcity 
and expence of Dr. Smith's valuable Book. This 
was certainly a ufeful a£l ; but the perufal of the 
pompous preface, prefixed, would lead to a fup*

pofition that the Do£tor had difcovered fame new 
general theorem, in the fcience of viiion, of mod 
extenfive utility, rather than that he wis performing 
the humble office of an editor and an abridger. In 
1793, Dr. Kipling publiftied a very handfome work, 
in two volumes, folio, printed at the expence of the 
Univerfity, which he entitled, «' Codex The$dm BeZif, 
CantabrigienJiSy^ and which the wits of the Univerfity 
conftrued ^he Codex of Theodore Beza, a Cambridgeman. 
The latinity of the prolegomena to this publication 
is ipiioft wretchedly bald, and on its firft appearance 
there were found fome blunders in conftruftion and 
fpelliiig, for which, a boy in one of the lowed 
forms of our public fchools would have deferved 
whipping. The fons of Granta have often been 
decried for their inferiority in clajical learning. Is 
her credit likely to be redeemed by putting fuch 
lading monuments of her proficiency in the hands 
of fuch a workman ? . The credit and popularity 
which this omameut to his Alma Mater acquired 
in the capacity of Promoter at the trial of Mr. 
Frend may be gathered from our Memoir of that 
gentleman. 



KIRKLAND, THOMAS, ESQ- M.D. 

Member of the Royal Medical Society at Edin- 
burgh. This gentleman's chief publication is, an 
Enquiry into the State of Medical Surgery, in two

Fellow of mod of the learned Societies in Eu- 
rope. He is a gentleman of extenfive knowledge 
in Mineralogy and Chemiftry. He publiihed, in 
1784, an oiEtavo volume, entitled, ** Elements of 
Mineralogy," a moft excellent performance. Three 
years after this, he produced " An Eftimate of the 
Temperature of different Latitudes," in an odavo 
volume 5 and alfo an Eflay on Phlogifion -and the 
Con(lituti<m of Acids. 



KITE, CHARLES, ESQ. 

This gentleman gained, in 1788, the filver mfe- 
dal from the Humane Society, for an ingenious 
Eflay on the Recovery of the apparently Dead, 
which was afterward publiihed in an o£tavo volume.

KNIGHT, RICHARD PAYNE, ESQ. M. P. 

The proficiency of this gentleman in claflical 
knowledge and polite literature are fuch, as to en- 
title him to a very refpeftable eftimation in the re- 
public or letters ; but we ar^ forry to add that he 
is the author of a book, which has been juftly cal* 
led one of the moft unbecoming and indecent trea- 
tifes which ever difgraced the pen of a man, who 
would be thought a fcholar and a philofopher. We 
refer to his firft publication, viz. a Difquifition, in 
quarto, on the Worfhip of Priapus, with plates, 
printed in 1786,, and never publifhed, but liberally 
diftributed. In 1791, Mr. Knight publifhed an 
Analytical EfTay on the Greek Alphabet, in a 
quarto volume, which difplays confiderable reading 
and enquiry. He has, fince that time, written two di- 
daftic poems, " The Landfcape/' publifhed in quar* 
to, in 1794, and the " The Progrefs of Civil Soci- 
ety," publifhed in quarto, in 1796. Both of thefe 
performances pofTefs many excellencies and many 
defe6ts ; and upon the whole, perhaps, Mr. Knight 
is mofl entitled to conmiendation as a learned Phi- 
lologifl. 



KNIGHT, 
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KNIGHT, E. CORNELIA. 

A lady, whofe writings difplay talents and ac- 
quirements of the greateft refpe£tability. She was 
well known to the celebrated Dr. Johnfon, and 
has refided fome time with her mother in Italy. 
She is the author of the little elegant tale, entitled, 
?* Dinarbas," written in continuation of Dr. John- 
fon 's Raffelas. It was edited by Mr. John Hoole 
(vide this volume), in 1790, to whom the MS* 
had been tranfmitted, and it has experienced a very 
flattering reception. In 1792, Ihe publifhed, 
through the fame channel, " Marcus Flaminiusj 
or, a View of the Military, Political, and Social 
Life of the Romans,*' in a feries of letters from a 
Patrician to his friend, in the year 762, from the. 
foundation of Rome, to the year 769,*' in two vo- 
lumes, o£tavo, a performance of very coniiderable 
merit when confidered as a fi£litious tale. Some 
pretty lines, addreffed to Vi£lory, in confequence 
of the fuccefs of Marquis Comwallis and his army 
againft Tippoo Sultan, by this ingenious lady, ap- 
peared in the European Magazine for January,

KNOWLES, REV. THOMAS, D.D. 

Prebendary of Ely, and author, befide feveral 
fingle Sermons, of " The Paffipn,** a defcription of 
Chrift's fufFerings, publiflied in 1780, in one vo* 
lume, duodecimo ; and " Primitive Chriftianity ;'^ 
or, teftiinonies from the writers of the firft four 
centuries, to prove that Jefus Chrift veas worfhipped 
as God from the beginning of the Chriftian Church, 
an o£lavo volume, publifhed in 1789, and v\rhich 
was ably anfwered by Mr. Capel Lofft, 



KNOX, REV. VICESIMUS, D.a 

Mafter of the Free School at Tunbridge; and 
late Fellow of St. John's College, Oxford. Thi$ 
gentleman is a character of high and deferved diC- 
tinftion in the literary world. His firft produfUon 
was " Effays, Moral and Literary," which ap- 
peared in an oftaVo volume, in 1777. Many of 
thefe papers had been written at College, as volun- 
tary exercifes, for the fake of improvement, be- 
fore he had taken his batchelor's degree. The vor 
lume was fent anonymoufly as a gratuitous prefent 
to a publisher, from Oxford to London, and the 
publifher was unacquainted with the writer's name 
or perfon for feveral months after its publication. 

Upon 
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Upon its favourable reception the volume was re- 
publifticd with additions and the author's name, 
in tlie year following ; and a fecond volume was 
added in the year 1779. They have fince been 
frequently republifted, and have obtained a certain 
fiandard eftimation. In giving our fentiments 
\ipon thefe Effays, we fhall bellow the firft praife 
upon the manly refleftions which, for the moft 
part, they contain. They claim likewife confide- 
Table pretenfions to merit, as finiflied fpecimens of 
Eflay-\%Titing, though they cannot be faid to rank 
abfolutely in the firft clafs of that fpecies of com- 
pofition. Againft a degree of illiberality of fenti- 
ment, however, which they here and there exhibit, 
and againft the fen'ility of the Johnjoman Jcent^ 
which they now and then' bear, we muft enter a 
claufe, while we confer every eulogium upon the 
excellence of their moral tendency. Dr. Knox's 
next publication >vas his excellent pra6Hcal treatife, 
entitlcil, ** Liberal Education," which appeared in 
one volume, octavo, in 17S1. It has, fince that 
timv\ been enlarged and frequently reprinted, in 
two dmxiccimo volumes, &c. and is too well 
known to require an additional encomium from us. 
Sotno of the opinions which it contains have becH 
ixnnrovcrted^ in pamphlets, by Mr. Percival Stock- 
4kle and o;hor writers. In 1788, Dr. Knox pub- 
iiihed ^ Winter Evmings ; tm^ Lucobratioos on 
lilNc aiul LcucHs" m three duoaedmo Tcdumes; 
wliirh have turn been lepnnied m two vidiunes^ 

odaro. 
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oftavo. Thefe Eflays have, upon the whole, been 
lefs favourably received than the works of this writer 
already mentioned. Previous to this publication, Dr. 
Knox had edited, expurgate editions of Horace and 
Juvenal. In the year following he republifhed, in . 
a fix-penny pamphlet, his fpirited and convincing 
Letter to the Right Hon. Lord Norths Chancellor 
of the Univerfity of Oxford, which had been an- 
nexed to the tenth edition of his Liberal Education. 
His animadverfions, in this Letter, have been 
warmly praifed by fome, and as violently cenfured 
by others. They fhew him, however, to be endow- 
ed with the genuine intrepidity of a Martyr ; and 
he is to be revered for his triumph over prejudice, 
for his noble and ftrenuous oppofition to the bar- 
bar ifm of education, and the vices of his Univerfity, 
who infinitely difgraces herfelf by negle6iing fo 
competent and refpeftable a Monitor. This Letter 
Vv as replied to ( but not anfvvered ) by a half-crown 
pamphlet from the Clarendon prefs, figned, " at 
refidcnt Member of the Univerfity." In 1792, 
Dr. Knox publiflied a volume of ^^ Sermons, chiefly 
intended to promote Faith, Hope, and Charity.'* 
Thefe Difcourfes did not completely anfwer the 
expe£tations excited by the name prefixed to them ; 
and are, perhaps, juftly amenable for a mixture 
of metaph} fical dogmata, with the fimple doftrines 
of practical religion, and a vein of prejudice, not 
to lay bigotry, unharmonious with rational Cbriftia^ 
nity. Previous to this publication he received an 

American 
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American Diploma of D. D. and he dedicated his 
volume to Lord Eardley. In a prefixed advertife- 
ment he expreffed an apprehenfion that his belief 
of the doftrine of the Trinity might expofe him 
to the attacks of thofe who condemn, without 
juftice or mercy, whatever militates againft Uni- 
tarian opinions. He, therefore, folicited the general 
reader's candour againft the Unitarian feverity ; 
hoping that he would allow him to retain the opi- 
nions in which he had been educated, and in which 
he was confirmed by choice, without loading him 
with the imputation of infincerity, irrational religion^ 
or want of liberality* This was confidered ( and 
we confefs not without reafon ) by Dr. Difney, as 
a fevere attack on the Unitarians ; and, under- 
taking their juftification, he wrote a temperate, 
but manly and judicious expoftulation with Dr. 
Knox. In 1793, an excellent little volume, en- 
titled, ** Peifonal Nobility 5 or^ Letters to a young 
Nobleman, on the Conduft of his Studies and the 
Dignity of the Peerage,'* made its appearance, and 
was with confidence attributed to Dr. Knox. On 
the 1 8th of Auguft in that year, he preached a Ser- 
mon before the Military of Brighthelmftone, which 
gave them fo much offence, that, a few evenings 
afterward, when he and his family were at the 
Theatre, a note w^as handed to him, defiring him to 
withdraw. Not immediately complying with this 
demand, fevcral officers came forward, infifting 
upon his quitting the Theatre, and he was aftu- 

ally 
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ally turned out, This circumftance made a good 
deal of noife, and Dr. Knox publiftied " A Narra- 
tive of the tranfa6tions relative to a Sermon, preach- 
ed in the Parifli Church of Brighton, &c. with fhort 
Extrafts from the Sermon and occafional Remarks,*' 
but, though repeatedly called^ upon, he never pulK 
liflied the Sermon complete, a circumftance which 
has prevented his eniire exculpation upon that pc- 
cafion. In 1794, Dr. Knox publiftied " Antipo* 
lemus ; or, the Plea of Reafon, Religion, and Hu- 
manity againft War," a fragment tranflated m a 
very mafterly manner from Erafn^us ; and, in the 
year following ** Chriftian Philofophy ; or, an At- 
tempt to difplay the Evidence and Excellence of 
Revealed Religion," in two volumes, duodecimo^ 
a performance which has been branded as a fyftem 
of fanaticifm. Dr. Knox was, moreover, the judi- 
cious compiler of thofe ufeful volumes, which have 
been fo well received and, of late, fo much im- 
proved, entitled, " Elegant Extrafts," in Verfe and 
Profe ; " Elegant Epiftles," and " Family Lec- 
tures." We cannot clofe this article without com- 
plimenting Dr. Knox upon the real fervices which 
he has done the world by his literary labours ; and 
particularly upon his induftry, in having done fo 
much in the midft of conftant avocation, while fo 
many learned men, of equal ability, wanting refo- 
lution for great endeavours, have pafled unbounded 
leifure in indolence, or have fat ftill and done no- 
thing becaufe they difdained to do little. 

KOLL- 
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KOLLMAN, AUG. FRED. CHRIST. 

Organift of his Majefty^s German Chapel at 
St. James* and author of an Effay on Mufical Har- 
mony, in a folio volume, publifhed in 1796, a per- 
fcMrmance of very great merit. 



KRAUTER, REV. PHILIP DAVID, D. D. 

A native of Germany and author of an Effay 
on Ifaiah vii. 14, 15, 16, compared v^ith Matthew 
i. 18, 23, publiflied in an oftavo pamphlet, in 
1788; and an Exammation of Mr David Levi's 
Objeftions againft Jefus Chrift, &c. to which he 
afterward added a Supplement. His writings dif- 
play learning and ingenuity. 



KYD, STEWART, ESQ. 

Barrifter at Law, of the Inner Temple, and a 
writer of confiderable diftinftion in the law de- 
partment. His firft publication was " A Trea- 
tife on the Laws of Bills of Exchange, and Pro- 
miffory Notes," which appeared in 1 790, in an o£tavo 
volume. He has, fince that time written, " A 
Treatife on the Law of Awards," publiflied in 

^79h 
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1 791, in an oftavo volume ; the third edition of 
Comyns' Digeft of the Laws of England, with a 
Continuation, publiftied in 1792, in fix oQiavo vo- 
lumes ; and " A Treatife on the Law of Corpora- 
tions/' in two volumes, oQiavo, the firft of which 
appeared in 1793, and the fecond in the year fol- 
lowing. Mr. Kyd was committed to the Tower, 
in 1794, on fufpicion of treafon, but the charge 
not being proved, he was releafed. 



LABILLIERE, PETER, ESQ. 

jljL Major of Militia, and formerly a diflinguifhed 
Partizan of Democracy. He publiflied, in 1784, 
" Letters to the Majefty of the People,'' in a fix, 
penny o£lavo pamphlet. Thefe Letters, according 
to his own confeflion, are the epitome of fifteen 
years ftudy, and having been refufed a general cir-» 
culation in the Newfpapers of the day, they were 
Committed to the public in this mani;ier.

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LACKINGTON, JAMES. 

A Bookfeller in Finfbury Sqiiare, who^ by dint 
of good luck and ready money, has raifed himfelf 
to a confpicuous ftation in the trade. He publiihed, 
in 1791, Memoirs of the firft forty-five Years of hia 
Life, in an o£lavo volume, which, owing to the no^ 
velty of the thing, had a tolerably fuccefsful fale, 
and has been reprinted in different fizes. It is a 
queer hoche poche, but cannot be faid to be with- 
out its moral ufes to the community, as it traces 
the progrefs of induftry from the loweft poverty to 
the attainment of a refpeftable coniideration ia 
Life. 



LAKE, JOHN NEALE, D.D. 

A Diffenting Minifter of Kenfington. He has 
publifhed a Sermon on the Baptifm of Infants, a 
Sermon on the Ufc of the Law, and a Tran0atiott 
from the French of the Abbe Maury^s Principle* 
of Eloquence, which he dedicated to Dr., Porteusy 
the IJilhop of London. 



LAM* 
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LAMBERT, REIV. GEORGE- 

A Diffenting Miniftef of Hull. He has writ- 
ten two volumes of Sermons on Evangelical Sub- 
jefts, one of which was publiflied in 1779, the

This gentle- 
man has performed the moll eflential fervice to 
ornithological fcience, by his copious, clear, and 
elegant treatife on that fubjeft, entitled, " A Ge- 
neral Synoplis of Birds.*' This work, his firft pub- 
lication, was begun in 1781, and the original de- 
fign was completed in three quarto volumes, in 
1785. .A fupplcmentary quarto volume was added 
in 1787, making, in the whole, not fewer than 
three thoufand Birds, a number never imagined by 
former writers, on this fubjecl, to exift in nature. 
ia 1790, Dr. Latham increafed the obligation of 
this fcience to his diligent labours, by the publica- 
tion of Index OrnithologicuSy Jive Syftema Omitholo- 
gia ; compkSens Avium divijionem in Clajfes^ OrdineSy 
Genera^ Species, ipfarumque Varietates^ i^c. in two 
quarto volumes.

Surgeon in Edinburgh, and author of a Prafli- 
cal Syftem of Surgery, in three volumes, oftavo, 
publifhed in the years 1794 and 1795, which, con- 
sidering the improved ftate of the art in thefe our 
days, appears to have been a fuperfluous under- 
taking hy Juch a writer.

LAUGHTON, REV. GEORGE, D.D. 

Vicar of Wilton, Northamptonfhire, and for- 
merly of Richmond in Surry, His firft publication 
was a fingle Sermon, which appeared in 1773. He 
has, fince that time, writtea " The Hiftory of 
Ancient Egypt, as extant in the Greek Hiftorians, 
Poets, and others," publifhed in an o£lavo volume, 
in 1774 i " The Progrefs and Eftablifhment of 
Chriftianity," ^ reply to Mr. Gibbon's fifteenth 
Chapter, publifhed in 1780, in a quarto pamphlet j 
and a volume of Sermons on the great Dod^rines

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and Duties of Chriftianity, publifhed in 1790. 
None of his publications can boaft of much daim 
to literary excellence. 



LAW, THOMAS, ESQ. 

Formerly a Member of the Councfl of Revenue 
in Fort William. He is the author of an o&slyo 
volume, publilhed in 1792, entitled, ^ A Sketch <^ 
fome late Arrangements, and a View c£ the liiing 
Refources of Bengal," and of an Anfwer to Mn 
Princeps' Obfervations on the Mocurrery Syftenif 
publifhed in 1794. 



LEACH, THOMAS, ESQ. 

Of the Middle Temple, Barrifter at Law, and 
an editor of confiderable induftry and merit in law 
publications. He was the editor of Mr, Serjeant 
Hawkins* Pleas of the Crown, and publifhed, in 
1789, Cafes in Crown Law, from 4 Geo. IL to 
29 Geo. III. in an oftavo volume, which was re* 
publiftied with additions, in 1792. In 1^93, he 
publifhed the fifth edition of the firfl four volumes 
of " Modern Reports," with which he had taken 
confiderable pains ; and the work was completed 
in twelve volumes, in 1796. He has affo publifhed

A vifionary who has written 
a Projefik for the Payment of the National Debt, 
and a Plan for improving the New Foreft, in Hamp- 
fliire, as a nurfery for (hip-timber. He alfo pub- 
lifhed, fome years ago, a fail Sermon, and Hmts 
relative to the Management of the Poor. 

LEDWICH, EDWARD, ESQ. L.L.B. 

Secretly to the Committee of Antiquaries of 
the Royal Irifh Academy, and Fellow of the An- 
jtlqiiarian Societies of London and Scotland. This 
'learned and elegant Antiquary publifhed, in 179I9 
ja moft valuable quarto volume, entitled, •* Anti- 
quites of Ireland,'* which confifts of a large col- 
leftion of -entertaining and inftruftive effays on the 
remoter antiquities of that fifter ifland. When the 
late celebrated Captain Grofe came to Dublin for 
the purpofe of completing his noble dcfign, " to 

Z4 illuftratc 
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illjiftrate the antiquities of England, Wales, Scot- 
land, and Ireland," he formed an acquaintance 
with this gentleman, urged by the above mentioned 
excellent fpecimen of his ccMifanguinity in author- 
fliip. Upon his death, which (hortly followed^ Mr- 
Lcdwich, at the requeft of the publifher, became 
editor of " The Antiquities of Ireland," in two 
volumes, imperial quarto, and with great liberality 
and the utmoft fuccefs, engaged. in the laudable de- 
fign of completing what his predeceffor had begun, 
but did not live to carry on to any confiderable 
extent. The firft volume of this valuable work 
was publifhed in 1794, and the fecond in the fuc- 
ceeding year. In 1796, Mr. Lcdwich publifhed a 
Statiftical Account of the Parifli of Aghaboe, in 
the Queen's County, Ireland, in an o£tavo volume. 



LEE, MISS SOPHIA. 

A Daughter of Mr. John Lee, formerly an 
afitor of reputation at Covent Garden Theatre, and 
at one time no unformidable rival of Mr. Garrick. 
She has, for fome time, in connexion with her 
lifter, the fubjeft of the following article, kept a 
Boarding School for young ladies at Bath, and may 
boaft of a very honourable diftinftioni acquired by 
her publications. Her firft literary produftion, 
which reached the prefs, was " The Chapter of Ac- 
cidents," a comedy, very favourable received at the 

Hay. 
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Haymarket, and printed in 1780. She nexting^otc 
** The Recefs ; or, a Tale of other Times/' a no- 
vel, in three duodecimo volume, of which the firft 
appeared in 1783, and it was completed in 1786. 
This performance attracted a confiderable degree of 
attention. It coniifts of the adventures of two 
imaginary daughters of Mary Queen of Scots and 
the Duke of Norfolk. It engaged the warm pa* 
tropage of Mr. Sheridan, and is a moft ingenious 
and afFefting novel, difcovering in the author much 
acquintance with the human heart, a copious fund 
of imagination, great powers of defcription, and 
ftrong marks of genius. Mifs Lee next wrote "A 
Hermit's Tale," an elegant poem, publifhed in a 
quarto pamphlet, in 1787 ; and, fince that time, 
flie has only produced " Almeyda, Queen of Gra- 
nada,*' a tragedy, performed at Drury Lane in 
1796. The laft of thefe pieces poffeffes, in our 
opinion, many excellent and beautiful parts. If the 
circumftance of its having been withdrawn from 
the ftage, when fupported by the exquifite powers 
of Mrs. Siddons, while fo many wretched puppet- 
ftiow exhibitions, entitled Comedies, are heard 
with attention and applaufe be folely owing to the 
fublicj it is a melancholy mark, indeed, of the pre- 
cipitation of our national talle. 



LEE, 
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LEE, MISS HARRIET. 

This lady is a younger filler d the fubjeQ c^ 
the preceeding article and is entitled to confidera- 
tion for a well-written novel, entitled, ** The Er* 
rors of Innocence," which (he jpubliflied in i j86, 
in five duodecimo volumes. In the following year 
flie produced ** The New Peerage/* a comedy, 
aQed at Drury Lane and tolerably well received ; 
and has fince written ^ Canterbuiy Tales far 
1797," m an oSavo volume* 



LE GRICE, CHARLES VALENTINE, ESQ. 

This young gentleman, with talents of the 
higheft promife for literary excellence, has, hitherto, 
confined himfelf in very humble walks of author- 
ftiip. He was educated at the Chrift-Hofpital 
School and Trinity College, Cambridge ; from the 
latter of which places he removed to Cornwall, as 
Tutor in a private family. His firft publication 
was the Tineum, which appeared while he was an 
undergraduate at the Univerfity, and which was 
properly ftigmatifed, by a periTon, whom Mr. Le 
Grice calls eminent for his clajjical tafte^ as *^ a little 
foolifli book." Upon obtaining the Declamation 
Prize ^t Trinity College, in 1794, he publiflied thef

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Declamation and his fubfequent Speech, in an <k> 
tavo pamphlet ; properly prefixing by way ofmotXo

Hie labor, hoc opus eft. 

The above mentioned Speech does Mr. Le Gricc 
very confiderable credit. The Declamation, though^ 
perhaps, refpeftable in its way, muft f&ike evejy 
reader beyond the walls of Trinity College, or tljc 
Univerfity -of Cambridge, as a very juvenile per- 
formance. Mr. Le Grice has, moreover, publiftied 
an Analyfis of Paley's Philofophy, for the ufe of 
Students in the Univerfity, which is very refpec^ 
taWy executed and has reached a fecond edition^ 
To this gjentleman, we believe, may alfo be attri* 
buted a General Theorem for a Trinity Declama* 
tion, and Hints to Frefhmen, both of them very 
ingenious and witty performances. 



LEMPRIERE, REV. J. A.M. 

Of Pembroke College, Oxford. This gentle- 
man publifhed, in 1788, an o£lavo volume, which 
he entitled, " Bibliotheca Clajflica ; or, a Claffical 
Dictionary,, containing a full Account of all the 
Proper Names mentioned in ancient Authors." A 
well-executed volume of this nature was greatly 
wanted by the claffical fcholar, previous to the ap- 

pear* 
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pearance of this. A performance fo refpedable 
experienced great encouragement, and the volume 
was greatly enlarged and improved in a fecond 
edition, publiflied in 1792. The ** Summary of 
Geography and Hiftory," by Mr. Alexander Adam, 
a work upon a fimilar nature, but upon a better-con- 
ceived plan, made its appearance foon afterward, 
and, our opinion of the relative merits of the two 
publications, has already been given under the name 
of that gentleman. In 1792, Mr. Lempriere pub- 
liflied the firft volume ( in oftavo ) of the Hiftory of 
Herodotus, tranflatcd into Englifti. In this ground 
alfo he has not been without a competitor, ( vide 
the article Beloe ), and, we believe, he has laid 
afide every idea of continuing the work. Mr. 
Lempriere has, moreover, publifhed a Sermon, 
preached at the opening of Swinton Chapel on the 
loth of April, 17^1. 

LEMPRIERE, WILLIAM, ESQ. 

This gentleman, a Surgeon by profeffion, in- 
fluced by liberal offers and a profpeft of gratifying 
his curiofity, fet off, in 1789, for Tarudant, to at* 
tend Muley Abfulem, the favourite fon of Sidi Ma- 
homet, then Emperor of Moroceo. Though his 
fervices were ill requited, every reader" of the inte- 
refting account, which he publifhed on his -return, 
of his Tour from Gibraltar to Tangier, - Sallee, 

Mogo. 
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'Mogodore, Santa Cruz, Tarud^nt, and thence, ^ 
over Mount Atlas to Morocco, will not repine at 
Mr. Lempriere's fhort fufFerings, confidering the 
gratifying treat which he has there found means to 
afford him. It was publifhed in an oftavo volume, 
in 1 79 1, and is written with fo much good fenfe 
and vivacity, that we think it a model for the ftudy 
of travellers, about to prefent the public with ac* 
counts of their expeditions. 



LENNOX, MRS. CHARLOTTE. 

A lady of confiderable genius, and who has 
long been diftinguiihed for her literary merit. She 
may boaft the honour of having been the protegee 
of Dr. Samuel Johnfon, and the friend of Mrs. 
Yates. She pub! idled, fo early as the year 1752, 
** The Female Quixote," and *^ Memoirs of Harriet 
Stuart." In the former of thefe novels, the chara£ler 
of Arabella is the counterpart of Don Quixote, 
and the work was very favourably received. In the 
year following, (lie piibliflied, ** Shakfpeare illuftra^ 
ted," in two volumes, duodecimo, to which fbe foon 
afterward added a third. This work confifts of the 
novels and hiftories, on which the plays of Shak- 
fpeare are founded, coUefted and tranflated from 
the original authors ; to which are added critical 
Notes', intended to prove that Shakfpeare has ge- 
nerally fpoiled every ftory on which his plays are 

founded. 
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founded, by torturing them into low contrivaticei^ 
abfurd intrigue, and improbable incidents* In 
1756, Mrs. Lennox publiliied " The Memoirs of 
the Countefs of Berci, taken from the French," in 
two duodecimo volumes ; and Sully's Memoirs 
tnmflated, in three volumes, quarto, which have 
fince been frequently reprinted in o£iavo, and are 
executed with great ability. In 1758, (he produced 
Philander, a dramatic paftoral, and alfo Henrietta, 
a novel of confiderable merit, in two duodecimo 
volumes; and, in 1760, with the affiftance of the 
Earl of Cork and Orrery and Dr. Samuel Johnfon, 
ftte publifhed a Tranflation of Father Brumoy's 
Greek Theatre, in three quarto volumes, the merit 
of which varies very materially in different parts of 
the work. Two years after this, fhe publiflied 
Sophia, a novel, in two volumes, duodecimo, which 
is inferior to her earlier performances ; and then> 
after an interval of feven years, Mrs. Lennox 
brought out, at Covent Garden Theatre, the Sifters, 
a comedy, taken from her novel Henrietta, which 
was condemned on the firft night of its appearance. 
In the year 1 773, fhe furniftied Drury Lane Theatre 
with a comedy, entitled, " Old City Manners," 
and has only written, we believe, fince that time, 
Euphemia, a novel, in four duodecimo volumes, 
publiflied in 1790, a performance, which by no 
means deviates from the line of credit which (he 
has alwayls traced. 

LET^ 
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LETTICE, REV. JOHN, B.D. 

Late Fellow of Sidney CJoUege, Cambridge. 
He publiflied two Sermons^ in 1788, and ha9 
tranflated Ifaac Hawkins Browne's Poem, on the 
immortality of the Soul, into Englifh blank verfe 
with confiderable fuccefs. It was publifhed with 
the original, and a Commentary, in an o£tavo vo« 
hime, in 1795. 



LETTICE, REV. JAMES, B.D. 

The author of " Letters on a Tour thrpugh 
various Farts of Scotland," publiflied in an oflavo 
volume, in 1794* In thefb Letters are introduced 
various biographical (ketches of eminent chara£lers^ 
but the ilile of Mr. Lettice is uncouth and pedantic. 



LETTSOM, JOHN COAKLEY, ESQ. 
^ M.a F.R.S. 

Phyfician Extraordinary to the City of Londoi 
Lying4n Hofpital, and Phyfician to the London 
Medical Society. A gentleman no lefs eminent for 
his profeflional (kill than for his hxunanity. He was 
educated a quaker and became the pupil and friend 

of

of the late Dr. John Fothergill, upon whofe de- 
ceafe he began himfelf to attra£l confiderable no- 
tice in his profeflion. . Dr. Lettfom has publiflied 
various tratts conncfted with the fubjeft of medi- 
cine, as the treatment and Cure of Fevers, Medi- 
cal Memoirs of the General Difpenfary in London, 
1773 and 1774, Obfervations preparatory to the ufe 
of Dr. Mayersback's Medicines ( in the detefl;ion of 
the impofture of which water do£lor, he engaged ), a 
Lettej to Sir Robert Barker and George Stackpoole 
on Inoculation, a Hiftory of the Origin of Medicine, 
Obfervations on Baron Dimfdale*s Remarks on his 
Letter on general Inoculation, (which involved him 
in a controverfy with the Baron on the fubjeft of gen- 
neral inoculation), an Eflay on the Danger of Frag- 
rant Flowers in a clofe Room, and a Letter to the 
King- for a public Profeflbrfliip of Anatomy and 
Surgery. He has alfo written an Hiftory of the Tea 
Tree, in a quarto pamphlet ; an Account of Captain 
Carver ( author of Travels into the interior Farts 
of America, and of the Univerfal Traveller), in an 
o£lavo pamphlet ; fome Account of his Patron, 
Dr. Fothergill, in a thin oftavo ; the Works of 
Dr. Fothergill with fome Account of his Life, in a 
quarto volume ; a Vindication of his Conduft re- 
lative to the Finfbury Difpenfary Eleftion, in 1786 ; 
an Eflay on the EfFe£ts of Hard Drinking ; Ac- 
count of the Culture and Ufe of the Mangel Wur- 
zel ; Hmts refpefiling the Diftreffes of the Poor ; 
Hints refpecting the Chlorofis of Boarding Schools ; 

and 
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iind Hints -for promoting a Bee Society, which laft 
quickly reached a fecond edition. In his biographi- 
cal (ketches. Dr. Lettfom has been cenfured as 
indulging too much in turgid phrafeology. His 
fmaller traftsliave for the greater part been prompt- 
ed by benevolence, and executed with ability and 
knowledge. Nor let it be forgotten that he was 
one of thofe patriotic fpirits moft particulc^rly aftive 
in the eftablilhment of the Royal Humane Society, 
of which he has been Vice Prefident and Treafurer. 
He alfo difplayed confiderable affiduity in promot- 
ing the fubfcription for Prifon Charities and Re- 
forms, and for ere£ling a Statue in honour of the 
excellent Mr. Howard, 



LEVI, DAVID. 

A learned Jew who entered the lifts with Dr^ 
Prieftley, and anfwered his Letters to the jews. 
His principal work is Lingua Sacra, confifting of 
a Hebrew Grammar, a Hebrew-Englifli Dictionary^ 
and Appellative and Proper Words. The beginning 
Was publiftied in 1785, and it was completed in 
three very large oftavo volumes, in 1788. This 
performance, by no means the moft perfedl of its 
kind that might be produced, is a great inftance of 
induftry and perfeverance, in a perfon who was 
confined all the time to a mechanical bufinefs to 
fupply the neceflaries of his domeftic concerns. He 
Vox. I. A a . next 
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next publifhed an Account of Jewilh Ceremonies. 
His controverfy with Dr. Priellley began in 1787, 
in which year he publilhed an oftavo volume of 
Letters addreffed to him ; and added another vo- 
lume, in 1789. An edition of the Pentateuch, in 
five o£lavo volumes, with the original Hebrew 
printed on one fide of tht page, with the Vowel 
Points, &c. and the common Englifti Tranflation on 
the other, was publilhed by Mr. Levi in 1791. 
Since this time he has publilhed Letters to Natha- 
niel Braffey Halhed, Efq. M. P. in anfwer to his 
Teftimony to the Authenticity of the Prophecies 
of Richard Brothers ; a well-written Anfwer 
to P^ine's Age of Reafon ; and the firft volume 
( in oftavo ) of Differtations on the Prophecies. 
The fecond volume of this laft work has been in the 
prefs for fome time, and the number of volumes of 
which the work is to confift, is as yet undefined.' 



LEWELYN, REV. WILLIAM. 

This gentleman's firft publication was " A Trea- 
tife on the Sabbath,*' which was publifhed in 1783, 
in an oftavo volume. Since that time, we believe, 
he has only publiflied " Trafts on diflferent Subjefts, 
in four volumes," which were publilhed, in o£tavo, 
in 1 791. His writings have not been peculiarly 
diftinguiihed for their perfpicuity or their liberality. 

LEWIN, 
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LEWIN, W. ESQ. 

Fellow of the Linnaean Society, and author of 
at mod fplendid and ufeful work, to be continued 
to eight volumes ( quarto ) and of which three 
are now publifhed, entitled, " The Birds of Great 
Britain, fyftematically arranged, accurately engrav- 
ed," &c. The firft volume was publilhed in 1795. 



LEWIS, MATTHEW GREGORY, 
ESQ. M.P. 

This gentleman is fon of the Deputy Secre- 
tary at War, and has attracted no inconfiderable 
Ihare of public attention, by a romance, in three 
duodecimo volumes, entitled, ** The Monk,'* which 
he publiflied in 1795- It was written for the 
amufement of his leifure, during his travels, as ap- 
pears by a Paraphrafe from an Epiftle of Horace, 
prefixed to the work and d^ted Hagu^, OSIober 28th, 
1794, at which time he was only twenty years of 
age. With regard to the literary merit of 
this performance, we are of opinion, that it difplays 
confiderable marks of genius and ability in the 
writer. Some readers may difcover that it fmells 
of Santon Barjifa^ the Devil in love of Cayotte, and 
the Sorcerer ; as well as, perhaps, of ibme other 
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produftions which might be mentioned. Yet, thejr 
will be*faftidious appreciators, indeed, of literary 
excellence, if they arc unwilling to allow Mr. 
Lewis credit for the whole which he has produced. 
The poetry in this Romance is exquifitely pretty, 
particularly " Alonzo the brave and the fair Imo- 
gene,'* than, which we feldom recoUeft to have 
feen a better fpecimen of its kind. The enter- 
tainment of Raymond and Agnes, performed at 
Covent Garden Theatre, was derived from this 
Romance ; as was, alfo, " Alonzo and Imogene," 
reprcfented at fome of the fmaller Theatres. Wc 
fliould end this article with peculiar fatisfadlion 
could we flop here. For, in contemplating the 
MORAL MERIT of this performance, we muft pro- 
nounce the fevereft cenfure upon its author. The 
obfccnity with which it is deformed, is unworthy 
of the age in which it was written, and unworthy 
even of the author's j(?i^/A. That a gentleman by 
birth, who has given us proofs of a liberal educa- 
tion and confiderablc talents, and who was ho- 
noured, at his very entrance into manhood, with 
a feat in the veneratdd Senate of his Country, fhould 
have been guilty of fo flagrant an outrage againft 
decency and propriety, as to commit, with the 
fan£iion of his name, to general circulation, the 
paintings of a warm imagination, depifted in fuch 
glowing colours, that even our Circulating Libra- 
ries were compelled to reje£l their admiflTion, is a^ 
circumllance not the Icaft remarkable in. the hiftory 

of 
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of the times. But that fuch an one (hould, in the. 
fame pages, have added blafphemy againft the 
Icriptures, in words whofe falfehood is no lefs 
grofs than their impiety, is a circumftance almoft 
beyond belief. We will not fay what fate we 
think Mr. Lewis merits. We will only add oh this 
fubjedl, the emphatic words of an elegant writer 
and a pious man, upon the fame occafion, " A Le- 
" giflator in our pwn Parliament, a Member of the 
** Houfe of Commons of Great Britain, an elected 
*^ Guardian and Defender of the Law^s, the Religion, 
*^ and the good Manners of 'the country, has nei- 
" ther fcrupled nor blufhed to depift and to publifh 
*^ to the world, the arts of lewd and fyftematic fe- 
" du£lion, and to thruft upon the nation the moft 
** open and unqualified blafphemy againft the very 
" code and volume of our religion." The Monk, 
upon becoming known, and upon having certain 
private reftriftions put upon its perufal, quickly, 
as was natural, obtained a confiderable circulation. 
Its author has alfo tranflated, from the German 
of the celebrated Schiller, ^ tragedy, entitled the 
Minifter. 



LICKORISH, REV. RICHARD, M.D. 

Formerly of Lincoln College, Oxford, and, at 

4)refent, a Divine, a Phyfician and a Farmer. He 

publiflied, in 1795, an ofclavo volume, entitled, 

A a 3 *^ Senv\o^\% 
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** Sermons and Trafts upon various Subjefits," to 
which he talks of adding another volume. In the 
fame year he wrote " An Appeal to the Public, on 
the Subjeft of Politics," a pamphlet, which, band 
in hand with his former publication^ foon reached 
the regions of obfcurity. 



LINDSAY, HON. COLIN- 

Lieutenant Colonel of the forty-fixth Regiment, 
and author of a ufeful " Military Mifcellany," in 
two volumes, oftavo, publiflied in 1793, the pro- 
fits of which were to be given to the Hibernian 
School, a patriotic feminary, in which, nearly three 
hundred children, the offspring of Soldiers, are 
charitably educated. 



LINDSEY, REV. THEOPHILUS. 

An Unitarian Clergyman, formerly the intimate 
friend of Dr. Priellley and the late Dr. John Jebb. 
He was once Vicar of Catteric in Yorkfhire, and 
the Apology which he wrote, in 1774, for refign- 
ing that vicarage was his fiift publication. This 
refi^nation of preferment in the eftabliftiment, v/as 
mr,de from motives of confcience, and his Apology 
and the Sequel to that Apology, each in one vO'. 
lumcji o6tavo, were regarded by many of his parti- 

zansj 
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Itans, as the beft vindication of the Socinian Creed. 
He afterward became Minifter at the Chapel in 
Effex-Houfe, Effex Street, and then of the Ncvf 
Chapel, in the fame Street, and publifhed the 
Sermons which he preached at the opening of thof^ 
Chapels, on April 17th, 1774, and March 29thj 
1778. His writings, which have been chiefly The* 
ological Trafts, have drawn feveral Replies from 
the prefs. Among them are ( befide thofe already 
mentioned) a farewell Addrefs to the Parifhioners 
of Catteric, the Book of Common Prayer reformed 
upon the Plan of Dr. Samuel Clarke, ( which he 
read at his Chapel, in Eflex Street ), " Remarks 
upon the Remarker," (Burgh), two Diflerta- 
tions on the Preface to St. John's Gofpel and on 
praying to Chrift, the Catechift, an hiftorical View 
of the Unitarian Doftrine, in an oftavo volume, 
an Examination of Mr. Robinfon's Plea and Vindiciie 
Prieftliian^ ; which laft is an addrefs to the Students 
of Oxford and Cambridge, occafioned by a Letter to 
Dr. Prieftley, from a perfon calling himfelf an Un- 
dergraduate, but publicly and uncontradiftedly 
afcribed to Dr. Home, and in which Mr. Lindfey 
began, what he afterward profecuted with fteady 
and cool perfeverance, his favourite obje£l of efta- 
blifliing the Unitarian Do£lrine, concerning the 
divine nature of the perfon of Chrift. The reft of 
his publications are, a fecond Addrefs to the Stu- 
dents of Oxford and Cambridge, Converfations on 
'Chriftian Idolatry, a Sermon on Prayer, and his 

A a 4 Ser^xvow. 
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Sermon on refigning the Paftoral Qffice at Efiex 
Street Chapel in 1793. Mr. Lindfey's'coinpofitions 
have not to boaft of the interefting and animated 
ilyle of his friend Dr. Prieftley, yet they are charac- 
terifcd by a mildnefs and candour peculiarly orna- 
mental. He was fucceeded by Dr. Difney upon 
his relignation at Effex-Street Chapel. 



LIPSCOMB, REV. WILLIAM. 

Re6tor of Welbury in Yorkftiire, late of Corpus 
Chrifti College, Oxford, and Chaplain to the Earl 
of Darlington. This gentleman obtsdned, in the 
year 1772, one of the Chancellor's Prizes for an 
indifferent Poem on the beneficial Jtffefts of Ino- 
culation.' It was printed in a quarto volume of 
** Poems/* which he publiftied in 1784, and repub- 
liflied at the requeft of the Houfe Committee of 
Governors of the Small Pox and Inoculation Hot 
pitals, for the benefit of that charity, having been 
recited at their AnniVerfary Feftival at the London 
Tavern, Feb. 25th, 1793. Mr. Lipfcomb has alfo 
pubiifhed, " The Pardoner's Tale," from Chaucer, 
" The Cafe of the War confidered," in a letter to 
Henry Duncombe, Efq. M. P. written in 1794, 
" A fecond Letter" to H. Duncombe, Efq. M. P. 
written in the following year, and " The Canterr 
bury Tales of Chaucer, completed in a modem 

Verfion;' 
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Verfion," a very elegant performance, publiflied ia . 
1795, ^^ three crown o£lavo volumes.

LODGE, EDMUND, ESQ. F.A.S. 

Purfuivant of Arms, and author of a valuable 
work, in three volumes, quarto, publiflied in 1791, 
entitled, "' lUuftrations of Britifti Hiftory, Biogra- 
phy, and Manners, in the Reigns of Henry VIIL 
Edward VI. Mary, Elizabeth, and James I." exhi^ 
bited in original papers felefted from the MSS. of 
the noble families of Howard, Talbot, and Cecil. 

LODGE, REV. JOHN. 

This gentleman publiflied, iff 1797, " Introduc- 
tory Sketches toward a Topographical Hiftory of 
the County of Hereford," in an o£tavo volume ; 
foliciting, at the fame time, patronage and afliftance 
for the larger work, of which he meant this as a fpe- 
cimen, in which it is his intention (if encouraged) 
to appropriate a fmall o£lavo volume to each of the 
eleven hundreds of the county. 

LOFFT./ 
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LOFFT, CAPEL, ESQ. 

Barrifter at Law, a zealous Cultivator of con 
ftitutional Knowledge, and a diftinguiflied Writer 
in the Law department, as well as in defence of Li- 
berty. His firft produftion was a poem, entitled, 
s •* The Praifes of Poetry," which was publiftied in 
liuodecimo, in 1775, and attrafted little attention. 
Three years after this he wrote " Obfervations 
on Mrs. Macaulay's Hiftory of England,*' a quarto 
pamphlet, written in a fpirit of zeal for the honour 
of that lady. Since that time, Mr. Lofft has written 
Principia cum Juris Univer/alis tumpracifue Anglicani^ 
in two volumes, duodecimo, publiftied in 1779; 
•* An Argument on the Nature of Party and Fac- 
tion," publiftied in 1780 ; Eudofia, or a poem on the 
Univerfe, publiftied in 1 781 ; and " The firft: and fe- 
cond Georgic, attempted in Blank Verfe," publiftied 
In duodecimo, in 1 784. The laft of thefe perform* 
unces was executed upon Dr. Trapp's model, and 
we muft own that it was a daring attempt upon Virgil^ 
but that Mr. Lofft fucceededin his cruel purpofe, and 
committed murder. In 1 785, Mr. Lofft publiftied an 
Ingenious Eflay on the Law of Libels, and, in 1789, 
three Letters on the Queftion of the Regency. 
Since that time he, has written Obfervations on the 
firft Part of Dr. Knowles' Teftimonies from the 
Writers of the firft four Centuries, an Hiftory of 
- the 
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,the Corporation and Teft Afts, a Vindication of 
that Hiftory ( in anfwer to fome obfervations upon 
it, which had been publiftied ), Remarks on Burke's 
Letter concerning the French Revolution, an Ef- 
fay on the Effeft of a Diffolution of Parliament 
on an Impeachment by the Houfe of Commons ; 
Remarks on Burke's Letter to a Member of the 
National Affembly ; and Lord Chief Baron Gil* 
bert's Law of Evidence confiderably enlarged, in 
four volumes, o6lavo ; the copy of which, furnilhed 
by him, was abruptly difcontinued in the middle of 
the laft volume, and the work was concluded by 
another hand. We had almoft forgotten to mention 
that Mr. Capel Loflt played off the artillery of his 
Philofophy upon the public with confiderable glit* 
ter, in the daily prints, upon the appearance of the 
Comet, in the Summer of 1797. 



LOLME, JOHN LEWIS DE, L.L.D. 

Advocate, and a Native and Citizen of Geneva, 
He has, for fome time, refided in England, and 
gained very confiderable celebrity in the chara£ter 
of an author. His firft work, in our language, was 
a Parallel between the Englifti Conftitution and 
the former Government of Sweden, a very ingenious 
pamphlet, publifhed in 1772. Three years after 
this, he publiflied his celebrated Treatife on the Coil- 
ftxtutiou of England. It was originally written in 

French^ 
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French, and was now publifhed in Englifli, by Dn 
De Lolme, confiderably enlarged and improved. 
The fame of this work, as well as the work itfelf, 
is known to almoft every reader. The celebrated 
Junius recommended it to the public, as a perform- 
ance deep, folid, and ingenious ; and it has been 
honoured with the applaufes of a Camden and a 
Chatham, in the Britilh Senate. Nor is it the leaft 
remarkable circumftance re fpe£ling this work, that it 
is the produftion of a foreigner, who had paffed the 
greater part of his life out of England. In 1787, 
Dr. De Lolme publifhed a moft excellent introduc- 
tion to De Foe's Hiftory of the Union, entitled, 
*• An Effay, containing a few Striftures on the 
Union of Scotland with England." He has alfo 
written, the Hiftory of the Flagellants ; or Memo- 
rials of human Superftition, imitated from the Ab- 
be Boileau ; ** Obfervations relative to the Taxes 
upon Windows or Lights," a quarto pamphlet, 
publifhed in 1788 ; and " Obfervations on thq late 
National Embarafllnent," an oftavo pamphlet, pub- 
liihed the year following. It has been faid ( with 
w hat truth we are uncertain ) that, notwithftanding 
his fuperior abilities. Dr. De Lolme has fufFered 
many confiifts with a proud unbecoming fpirit4 
and the hardfliips of poverty ♦

LUMISDEN, ANDREW, ESQ. F.A.S.E. 

An Antiquarian of confiderable reputation. He 
is a native of Scotland, and w^as, for fome years, 
private Secretary to the Pretender at Rome. He 
has publiftied a Letter on the Ruins of Hercula- 
neum, addreffed to his Father, and Remarks oa 
the Antiquities of Rome and its Environs, in one 
volume, quarto. This volume difplays much in* 
duftry, accuracy, and obfervation ; but it feems to , 
want that infpiration, and that glow of foul, which 
one would fuppofe inquifitive genius and claffical 
knowledge could not but feel, in writing of th^p 
Eternal City. 



LYON REV. JOHN. 

Of Dover, in Kent. A writer of fome notori- 
ety on the fubjeft of electricity. He is a ftrong 
advocate in favour of the pirmeability of glafs to elec- 
tricity, and aga'inji the direftion of the eleftric fluid 
TO negatively ele£trified bodies. He publiftied, in 
1780, a quarto volume, entitled, " Experiments 
and Obfervations, made with a view to point out 
the Errors of the prefent received Theory of Eleo* 
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tricity, an 1 which tend, in their Progrefs, to eftabh*(h 
a new Syftem on Principles more conformable to the 
fimiple Operations of Nature;" and, in the year 
following, " Farther Proofs that Glafs is permeable 
by the Eleflric Effluvia, &c." in a quarto pamphlet. 
He has alfo written, " Remarks on the leading 
Proofs offered in favour of the Franklinian Syftem 
of Eleftricity, an octavo pamphlet, publilbed in 
1 79 1. Upon the whole, Mr. Lyon cannot be pro- 
nounced a viQoriours fubverter of the Franklinian 
iyftem. 



LYSONS, REV. DANIEL, A.M. F.A.S. 

Curate of Putney,, in Surry, Member of St. 
Mary Hall, Oxford, and formerly Chaplain to the 
late Earl of Orford. This gentleman's knowledge 
of Antiquities, is fuch, as to entitle him to confi- 
derable diftinftion in the literary world. He pub- 
lilhed, in 1790, at the requeft of the Dolphin Soci- 
ety, in Briftol, a Sermon which he preached at the 
Cathedral Church, on the Anniverfary Commemo- 
ration of Edward Colfton, Efq. Since that time, 
he has produced a magnificent work, in four quarto 
volumes, entitled, " The Environs of London, 
being an Hiftorical Account of the Towns, Villages, 
and Hamlets, within twelve Miles of that Capital, 
intcrfperfed with biographical Anecdotes." The 
firft of thefe volumes was publiflied in 1792, and 

the 
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the work was completed in 1796. The numerous 
drawings which accompany it v/ere furniflied bj 
his brother ; and the Hftorical Accounts were moftly 
tranfmitted to him by Cleigymen and country Gen- 
tlemen refident at the feveral places. The work is, 
no doubt, an elegant fpecimen of the progrefs of 
the arts among us ; but, confidering the manner in 
which Ml . Lyfons obtained his intormation, and his 
fubfequent office of Tacker, conlidering how much 
matter, of a complexion uninterefting to readers in 
general, the book contams, confidering alfo the in-» 
ternal evidences of book making upon a large fcale^ 
which it feems to exhibit, we cannot but add, that 
it leaves us unfatisfied both as to the meritorious 
conduft of Mr. Lyfons as a citizen in the literary 
commonwealth, and as to the creditable employ- 
ment of his time and talents, as a Clergyman, an 
Antiquarian, and a Scholar. We believe Mr. Ly* 
fons is the author of two excellent Papers on Signs, 
in the Looker-on,
